CONFEDERATE bonds have been bought at 
Frankfort-on-tne-Maln for 244 per cent of 
their face. The demand for them came from 
Rotterdam parties. 

Tux police of Frankfert-on-the-Main, Ger- 
many, have seized and Genfiseated all posters 
and bilis of restaurants and other places of 
public resort which give information to those 
intending to emigrate to America, 


Gov. Ilawxtys, of Teanessee, and ex-Gov. 
Davis, of Texas, are sul in Washington, in- 
sisting on the appointnient of a Southern Re- 
publican to a Cabinet pésition. It is believed 
that ex-Gov. Davis is not averse to represent- 
ing the South in President Arthur’s Cabinet. 

CONGRESSMAN GEORGE C. Hazettox, of 
Wisconsin, was taken seriously ill at Wash- 
ington a week ago with dysentery, and has 
since been confined to his bed. He was pre- 
pared to go to Wisconsin to take part in the 
campaign, but his physicians have put a 
veto on his doing so. 

SENATOR Davip DAS told Acting-Sec- 
retary-of-the-Senate Shober last night that he 
might be assured of his support; that he 
should certainly not vote to displace him. 
Mr. Shober can therefore retain his place 
until there is a change in the political com- 
plexion of the Senate. 


Dr. ARTHUR Evwarps, of the Northwest- 
ern Christian Advocate, has returned to 
Chicago after his bicycle ride through En- 
gland and the European Continent. He 
made 1,200 miles on the bicycle, the shortest 
day’s journey being eighteen miles and the 
lungest fifty-nine miles. 

Mr. J. K. Fisner, a well-known member 
of the Chicago Board of Trade, was married 
last evening to Miss Annie K. Forsythe, 
daughter of Jacob Forsythe, well known as 
the owner at one time of the Sheffield Tarm, 
which has been so frequently discussed of 
late in real-estate circles. 

Ir is reported that arrangements are being 
perfected for the establishment of another 
National bank in Chicago, with a capital of 
$500,000. It is understood that Mr. John R.

Ir is asserted that Attorney-General Mac- 
Veagh called on the President Sunday even- 
ing and called his attention to the fact that 
Mr. Totten, one of the leading lawyers for 
the star-route people, isa son-in-law of ex- 
Senator T. O. Howe, whom rumor had it the 
President intended to send to theSenate yes- 
terday for «Attorney-General. Mr. Mac- 
Veagh’s information is said to have deter- 
mined the President to withhold the nomina- 
tion yesterday. 

Ex-Goy. MoRGAN was yesterday nom- 
inated for Secretary of the Treasury, and 
the Senate confirmed the nomination after a 
two hours’ discussion. Gov. Morgan ac- 
cepted the position, it is understood, with 
the understanding that he can resign if at any 
time the duties of the office are too great for 
his physical strength. Gov. Morgan is over 
70 years old, having been bornin Washing- 
ton, Mass., Feb. 8, 1811, and is said to be in 
rather feeble health. 

Ir was expected that the President would 
send the name of ex-Senator Howe to the 
Senate yesterday for Attorney-General, and 
the failure to do so is attributed by some to 
the influence of Gen. Grant, and by others to 
a desire on the part of the President to give 
Attorney-General MacVeagh a few days 
more to consider whether he ought not to re- 
main in the Cabinet until the star-routecases 
are ended.

Ir is understood that Col. Amos We q 
an old friend and staff officer of Gen. Grant, 
will go baek to the office of Register of Wills, 
from whieh he was removed by President 
Gartield on the morning that the latter was 
shot. Gen. Garfield had made out the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Ramsdell to the place, and 
President Arthur would have sent the ap- 
pointment to the Senate but for the inter- 
vention of the ex-President. Under the 
Tenureof-Office act Col. Webster goes back 
to his former position.

THERE is a very pretty quarrel now going 
on between the management of the new tele- 
graph company, the Mutual Union, and the 
management of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company.

A SENSATIONAL story has just been pub- 
lished by the English Press Association to 
the effect that the Fenians of Great Britain, 
Paris, and America have been very active of 
late, that an agent has conveyed the Fenian 
mail between the various places where the 
Fenians most do congregate. It is further 
stated that Parnell and other Irish members 
of Parliament and prominent Land-Leaguers 
visited the Fenian Chief Stephens at Paris 
not long ago. The story ends with a rumor 
that the Fenians have determined to assasi- 
nate Forster, Harcourt, Gladstone. and some 
members of the royal family, and that war- 
rants are out for the arrest of the principal 
leaders. 

Tm President, in reply toa resolution 
passed by the Senate on the 14th inst., sent to 
that body yesterday the identical note ad- 
dressed by Secretary Biaine to the repre- 
sentatives of the United States at the various 
European courts on the subject of the neu- 
trality of the Panama Canal. Mr. Blaine's 
note calls attention to the treaty of 1846 with 
New Grenada, now the United States of 
Colombia, and points out that in that treaty 
the United States in effect claims, and the 
claim has not since been challenged, the 
right of exclusively guaranteeing the neu- 
trality of any interoceanic communication 
over the Isthmus of Panama, and asks the 
American representatives to state to the 
foreign Ministers of the Powers to which 
they are accredited that this guarantee given 
by the United States in 1846 does not re- 
quire reinforcement, or accession, or assent 
from any other Power.” Furthermore, Mr. 
Blaine would have the European Powers 
understand that the vindication of the 
neutrality then guaranteed is within the 
power of this Nation. The American rep- 
resentatives are therefore called on to 
intimate to the European Powers that 
any movement on their part in the 
sense of a supplementary guarantee 
would be regarded by the United States 
Government as an uncalled-for intrusion. 
Mr. Blaine says that there is no objection on 
the part of the United States to the citizens 
of foreign nations holding stock of the canal 
any more than there is objection to foreign- 
ers holding the stock of American railroads. 


Mr. James F. Mewryve’s report of the 
frauds carried on in the Custodian’s Di- 
vision of the Treasury Department, and 
which Senator Sherman’s resolution of last 
week called for, is given to the public this 
morning, and is certainly a very extraor- 
dinary document. The office was created in 
1876, and one O. L. Pitney was putin charge 
at a salary of $2,400. This was increased to 


82500 the following year. Mr. Meline says 


there was no authority for the creation of 
the Custodian’s Department, or the appoint- 
ment of the Custodian, and that both 
acts were illegal and unnecessary. Not 
only that, but the way in which funds 
were disbursed was contrary to law; that 
only in relation to the purchase of ice, fuel, 
and carpets was there even the sembiance 
of legality; that in the purchase of supplies 
all the precautions taken by an ordinary 
business-man were neglected; exorbitant 
prices were paid; no inventory was ever 
made of the stock in hand; supplies which 
were paid for were never delivered, and two 
prices, drawn from two different funds, 
were in some cases paid for those 
undelivered goods. Thus 118½ yards of 
Wilton carpet and the cost of laying and 
making were paid for twice, once out of the 
contingent fund and once out of the public 
building fund, and the carpet was not de- 
livered until the investigators had com- 
menced their work. One Moses was paid for 
687 yards of carpet which he did not de- 
liver until the investigation had com- 
menced, and then it was of an inferior 
character. Cabinetmakers were vaid out of the 
fuel, light, and water fund; fifty-two dozen 
of fileholders, which cost $502, were never 
delivered ; $133 was paid out of the gas fund 
for what was put down in the bill as candles, 
put Custodian Pitney said that no candies 
were bought, but that 81% was paid for 
lemons, sugar, etc., to make lemonade for 
the Secretary, fifty-three and one-quarter 
gallons of bay rum, which cost $350, was put 
in the bills as deodorized alcohol.

THE DAY’S EVENT. 
MORGAN NOW SECRETARY OF THE TREAS 
URY. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON. D. C., Oct. 24.—Ex-Gov. and 
ex-Senator Edwin D. Morgan, of New York- 
has succeeded Mr. Windom as Secretary of 
the Treasury, Gov. Morgan having yester- 
day reconsidered his prior declination af 
this great office. Last night or early this 
morning President Arthur received from him 
a telegram stating that he would accept the 
place subject to the condition that he should 
feel himself at liberty to resign at any time 
the duties of the office should they become 


Morgan’s nomination was presented to the 
Senate by the President’s secretary im- 
mediately upon the opening of the session 
today, and, after less than 
two hours of discussion, he was eonfitmed. 
There was, of course, no objection to Mr. 
Morgan on personal grounds, except that he 
might find that his advanced years would 
render him incapable of pertorming the very 
onerous duties of the Treasury Department. 
The discussion was directed to some search- 
ing inquiries as to the fact of his eligibility. 
The point was raised that it was generally 
understood that Mr. Morgan was interested 
in a large importing house, and that the 
house had a number of appealed sugar cases 
now pending in the Treasury Department 
waiting a decision of the Secretary of the 
Treasury. The answers to these questions 
were, of course, satisfactory, as Mr. Morgan 
had divested himself of such business inter- 
ests as would have rendered him ineligible. 
His case is , 

UNLIKE THAT OF A. T. STEWART, 
who was nominated to the same office by 
President Grant in the latter’s first term. 
Stewart, after his nomination and the ques 
tion of his eligibility was raised, sought to 
divest himself of his business relations, but 
he had not done so before the nomination. 
Gov. Morgan had taken these precautions 
prior to the nomination, so that the point 
could not be validly raised against him. 
There are differences of opinion as to the se- 
lection of Gov. Morgan for this place, but 
there is no question as to his eminent fitness 
for it, save in the single exceution of the 
physical weakness due to his advanced 
years. Gov. Morgan is past 70 years of age, 
having been born at Washington, Mass., 
Feb. 8, 1811. New York men say that his 
nomination will be a most acceptable one 
there, and that it will give strength to the 
Republican party where strength is greatly 
needed. 

BUSINESS-MEN APPROVE OF IT, 
and the representatives of both wings in the 
Republican party will be satisfied. The 
nomination will be particularly acceptable to 
the Republicans of rural New York. Gov. 
Morgan has not taken part in the contest 
which of late years has developed between 
the Stal warts and the Half-Breeds, so-called, 
in that State, and has the respect of both 
parties. He is a particularly near friend of 
Gen. Arthur. Gov. Morgan appointed Gen. 
Arthur on his staff during the War, and the 
latter rendered him very efficient service 
in raising and eoulpping the 20. 
000 volunteers which Gov. Morgan 
had sent to the front prior to his election to 
the United States Senate as a Union Repub- 
lican to succeed Preston King, in March, 
1868. Gov. Morgan then recognized Gen. 
Arthur’s ability and energy, and their friend- 
ship has been very intimate since that day. 
There was a time when Gov. Morgan was 
not specially friendly to Mr. Conklin@#or 
Gen. Grant, as he (Morgan) attributed his 
defeat in the campaign for the Governorship 
of New York in 1875, only five years ago, to 
the indifference—if not the direct opposition 
ot Grant and Conkling. On account of his 
peculiar attitude, Gov. Morgan is looked to 
to maintain harmony between the two fac- 
tions in the State, and, while not likely to be 
hostile to the Conkling element, will, at the 
same time, not be antagonistic to the friends 
of Mr. Blaine.

TO EUROPE. 
SECRETARY BLAINE’S IDENTICAL NOTE. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 24.—The Presi- 

dent today sent to the Senate a report of the 
Secretary of State in answer to the resolu- 
tion of Oct. 14, inquiring what steps the Gov- 
efnment had taken to protect the rights of 
the United States in the Panama Canal. 
Secretary Blaine, in his communication to 
the President, reports that, having learned 
since the adjournment of Congress of the re- 
jection by Colombia of the protocol nego- 
tiated by representatives of the United States 
and that Republic, which it was hoped would 
secure a treaty satisfactory to both; and be- 
ing informed by the Minister of the United 
States in Colombia that the Government of 
Colombia, ‘by itg public acts, was avowing its 
desire to terminate the treaty of 1846 
and appeal to the Powers of Europe 
for a joint guarantee of the neutrality 
of the isthmus and the sovereignty of Co- 
lombia. The department addressed a letter 
of instruction to the United States Min- 
ister at London. An identical note was sent 
to each of the American Ministers in Europe. 


Secretary Blaine, in ®@ a 
HIS LETTER OF INSTRUCTION, 

says: “lt has fallen under the observation 
of the President, through current statements 
of the European press and other usual chan- 
nels of communication, that the Great Powers 
of Europe may be possibly consider- 
ing the subject of jointly guaranteeing the 
neutrality of the inter-oceanic-canal now 
projected across the Isthmus of Panama. 
The United States recognizes a proper guar- 
antee of neutrality as essential to the con- 
struction and successful operation of 
any highway across the Isthmus of 
Panama, and more than a third of a century 
azo, this Government took every step that is 
deemed requisit in the premises. The neces- 
sity was foreseen and abundantly provided 
for long in advance of any possible call for 
actual exercise of the power. In 1846 the 
memorable and important treaty was nego- 
tiated and signed between the United States 
of America and the Republic of New Grena- 
da, now the United States of Colombia, By 
the forty-fifth article of that treaty, in ex- 
change for certain concessions made to the 
United States, we guaranjeed “ positively 
and efficaciously perfect neutrality of the 
Isthmus of any interoceanic communica- 
tions that might be constructed upon or over 
it for the maintenance of free transit from 
sea to sea’; and we also guaranteed the 
rights of sovereignty and property of the 
United States of Colombia over the territory 
of the Isthmus as included within the 
borders of the State of Panama. 

IN THE JUDGMENT OF THE PRESIDENT, 
this guarantee given by the United States of 
America does not require reinforcement, or 
accession, or assent from any other Power. 
In more than one instance this Government 
has been called upon to vindicate the neu- 
trality thus guaranteed; and there is no con- 


‘tingency now foreseen or apprehended in 


which such vindication would not be within 
the power of this Nation. If the foreshad- 
owed action of the European Powers sbould 
assume a tangible form it would be well for 
you to bring to the notice of Lord Granville 
the provisions of the treaty of 1846, and es- 
pecially its thirty-fifth article, and to intimate 
to him that any movement in the sense of 
a supplementary guarantee contained there- 
in would necessarily be regarded by this 
Government as an uncalled-for intrusion into 
the field where the ocala general inter- 
ests of the United States of America 
MUST BE, CONSIDERED BEFORE THOSE OF 
ANY OTHER POWPR, 
save those of the United States of Colombia 
alone, which has already derived, and will 
continue to derive, such enjinent advantages 
from guarantee of this Government. It is 
not the wish or purpose of the United States 
to interfere with any commercial enterprise 
in which the citizens or subjects of any for- 
eign power may see fit embark under 
lawful privileges. The fact of the stock and 
ranchises of the Panama Canal or Panama 
Railway being owned in Burope, either in 
whole or principally, is nd more a subject of 
complaint on the part of the United States 
than is the circumstance that the stock of 
many of its own great linesof railway is 
largely held abroad. The policy of the 
United States is one of peace and 
friendly intercourse with every govern- 
ment and people. This disposition is 
frankly avowed, and is, moreover, abundant- 
ly shown in the fact that dur armaments, by 
land and sea, are kept within such limits as 
to afford us ground for distrust or suspicion 
of menace to other nations. The agreement 
entered into by this Government in 1846 was 


.| MANIFESTLY IN THE INTEREST OF PEACE, 


and the necessity imposed) by circumstances 
upon the Utiited States of America to watch 
over the highway between its two coasts was 
so imperative that the resultant guarantee 
was the simplest justice to the chief interests 
concerned. Any attempt to supersede that 
guarantee by an agreement between Euro- 
pean Powers which maintain vast armies ana 
patrol the sea with immense fleets, and whose 
interest in the canal and its operation can 
never be so vital and supreme as ours, would 
partake of the nature of an alliance against 
the United States, and would be regarded by 
this Government as 

AN INDICATION OF AN UNFRIENDLY FEEL- 

ING. 

It would be but an inadequate response 
to the good-will we bear them, and to our 
cheerful and constant recognition of their 
own rights of domestic policy, as well as of 
those resulting from proximity or springing 
from neighborly interests. In his address, 
‘upon taking the oath of office, the President 
distinctly proclaimed the position the Gov- 
ernment of the United States would hold 
upon this question, and, if the European 
Cabinets have failed to observe or give due 
heed to the declaration then made, it may be 
well for you,on some proper occasion, to 
call the attention of the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs to the language used by the Presi- 
dent.“

GATH’S GOSSIP CONCERNING THE TALL 
TREES AND CROOKED SAPLINGS. 
Special to Cincinnati Enquirer. 

New York, Oct. 23.—It is hoped by the re- 
sponsible elements in this city that ex-Gov. 
and ex-Senator Morgan will reconsider his 
declination of the Secretaryshipof the Treas- 
ury. Morgan, like most wealthy men of New 
York, has no great place in the public heart, 
butis respected as an upright magistrate, 
with sound ideas, and particularly liable to 
have a good influence over the President. 
He had the good sense to select young Ar- 
thur to be his Quartermaster; and it is cred- 
itable to both of them that they have retained 
mutual confidence and respect. Arthur took 
part in nominating Morgan, in 1876, over the 
head of Cornell, for Governor, when he was 
defeated by Robinson as Tilden’s successor. 

Gov. Morgan was 7@ years old last Februa- 
ry, and is two years younger than Hamilton 
Fish. These two men, both ex-Governors of 
New York, and both ex-Senators, are at the 
head of the Republicans of this city in serv- 


ices. Fish was the back-bone of Grant’s 


Administration. His sense of fidelity to 
Grant has sometimes been carried to excess. 


Morgan has, perhaps, a duller sense of honor 


than Fish, but is probably more conservative 
and cautious, and less apt to show tem- 
per. Both Morgan and Fish respond in dif- 
fereut degrees to public opinion. 

There is acertain commercial obtuseness 
about Morgan coincident with his business 
(which is chat of a grocer and sugar importer) 
that has kept him from professional apprecia- 
tion in the metropolis. On the other hand, 
Mr. Fish has not been among the people, 
and is credited with some aristocratic 
points. 1 think there is a large faith, how- 
ever, in both men. They are equaily Stal- 
wart, though Morgan has the New England 
faculty of demanding more and more reform 
with time. Ile is not tied to any past reputa- 
tion. Everybody who has been in his serv- 
ice adheres to him through years, Arthur 
among the rest, 

I talked this morning with a group of mer- 
chants, quite representative in their charac- 
ter, and they said: Morgan will do. But we 
should have been just as well satisfied with 
some bright Western man who has neither 
interests nor reciprocities iu this city.” The 
President’s nomination of Morgan, I may 
add, has had no more effect than anything 
clse to relieve him from an ever present an- 
ticipation of being the dependent of Mr. 
Conkling. Although retired from public life 
for the present, the antagonism to Conkling 
has not ceased; and I was surprised to hear 
a merchant who had all along held that Gar- 
tield had treated Conkling badly, say that he 
apprehended that Arthur would never get 
out of the shadow of Conkling. 

A few persons even in this city remark that 
Garfield is already negatived by the Presi- 
dent choosing a New York man for the 
Treasury Department. Conkling pushed 
Levi P. Morton for that place, and Garfield 
always replied that Western sentiment de- 
manded he should keep the Treasury away 
from the control of Wall street. E. D. Mor- 
gan has been a large operator in Wall street, 
in telegraph, railroad, and other matters. 
He is not, however, a professional leader of 
the street. 

Another man expected to be nominated Is 
ex-Senator Howe, of Wisconsin—a kind of 
feebie Western Boutwell. No person on this 
earth would think of Howe for a Cabinet po- 
sition but a President who had been looking 
to Conkling for personal nominations. Howe 
bored every body in the universe as a Senator 
except Conkling, to whom he used to listen 
with the faith of a Gamaliel at the feet of 
Paul. Conkling was so friendless in the 
Western country that he took the silent at- 
tentions of Howe as a testemonial of talent. 
I venture to say that if Gen. Arthur will 
go to hear Howe debate three-quarters of 
an hour he will forthwith nominate him for 
United States Consul at St. Helena. How- 
ever, should Howe go into the Cabinet, per- 
sons who disiike President Arthur will have 
some consolation—that he must listen to 
Howe’s speeches in the Cabinet circle. 

Howe is deeply afraid of public opinion, 
and is constantly twisting and crooking to 
accommodate himself to it, though he never 
means to abandon his machine ideas. He 
will write a letter to some country editor in 
Wisconsin, nine pages long, expressing in a 
satirical way his deference to the press, and 
at the same time his disgust of it, by which 
he will conciliate the country editor, yet get 
himseif on record privately. It is now 
thought that he will be nominated for Attor- 
ney-General in place of MacVeagh, and in 
that position he will be so much tested that 
the Presidentis perhaps justified, on Conk- 
ling’s recommendation, of trying Howe as 
Attorney-General. 

There has been a slight pressure on the 
President to nominate James Longstreet for 
Postmaster-General or Secretary of War. 
Gen. Garfield might well have considered 
Longstreet in his list of Cabinet names. This 
nomination is altogether the best for National 
purpeses that could be made from the South- 
ern States. Unreasoning Republicans may 
take offense at the promotion of a Rebel 
Lieutenant-General to a Cabinet position, 
but nothing is to be expected from that class 
of critics who refuse to believe that we have 
the Union restored. 

Longstreet was a great General, to some 
extent the victim of circumstances: but he 
has suffered more since the War on the Union 
than any person of equal consideration in 
the South. He has held himself right gal- 
lantly all the while, refusing to go into duel- 
ing, or newspaper cards, or anything of that 
character—wherein he has been a high ex- 
ception. His address, as 1 have had reason 
to see, has always been courteous, reserved, 
and republican. No sooner is he named, 
however, than a host of Southern Unionists 
rush to Washington, putting forward im- 

racticable names for the Cabinet. A true 

Jnion man in the South is willing to see as 
strong a man as Longtreet strengthen the 
Union by taking his proper position under 
the Government, There is no such a thing 
as keeping the Union party in the South con- 
veniently small. 

I asked one of Blaine's friends yesterday 
if he would stay in the Cabinet till Decem- 
ber if the President requested it. “I think 
he may stay till December,” said the person 
but not later. Blaine wants to get out of 
politics for the next two years, and mike 
money. He is now worth nearly $750,000. 
He has sold his interest in the Richmond &

THE EXPOSURE. 
A SICKENING AFFAIR. 
Special Dispatch to The Vhicago Tribune. 
WASMNdTON, D. C., Oct. 24.—It was said 
by those Who certaluly ought to know that 
the report of the investigation into the ex- 
penditure of the Treasury contingent fund 
would surprise those who have maintained 
that it would disclose scandalous transac- 
tions, It has surprised them, as it will sur- 
prise the country. The report shows that 
the statements made months ago in these 
dispatches (which were pronounced at the 
time by those who were seeking to defend 
Pitney as fabulous) were correct to the ex- 
tent that they went. But they failed to 
fully show the reckless manner in which this 
very considerable fund was disbursed. To 
take Government property and not account 
for it, to violate law, to steal in small things, 
are not matters to be considered trifles. 
Yet all this, and more, is shown by 
the report of the Treasury Committee. 
The report shows that Pitney, the dis- 
charged Custodian, was alone responsible, 
and the other officers ot the Treasury ap- 
parently made good their case in this re- 
spect. But the factof the irregular trans- 
actions is clearly proved. The Custodian of 
the Treasury Department, an officer who 
existed without law, continually violated the 
law, and those in authority over him knew 
nothing about it. The law requires that ac- 
counts of public money should be carefully 
kept, but this officer 
HAD NO BOOKS 
to show his account of stock. and had no in- 
ventory of the public property. Large 
amounts of carpets (it would seem unneces- 
sarily large amounts) were purchased. Some 
of this carpet was paid for twice—a fact 
which those who sold it did not discover 
until after the investigation began. Some of 
it was taken from the store-room of the 
Treasury, to the value of $924, and given toa 
local dealer to cut and sew for laying, and he 
brought in a bill for the whole value of the 
carpet at $1.25 a yard, at the then current 
contract price in the Department, and his bill 
was paid without complaint. When this fact 
was subsequently discovered, and the dealer, 
Moses, called upon to refund the money, he, 
being a dealer in carpets, sent back the num- 
ber of yards for which he had been fraudu- 
lently paid, but of a greatly inferior quality, 
and his returned carpet is 
STILL IN THE STORE-ROOM. 
Workmen, in excess of the number allowed 
by the law, were carried on the rolls under 
various devices, and paid contrary to law. 
Brad Adams was paid $502 for fifty-two 
dozen of Woodruff files, not one of which 
was ever delivered. Yet he swears that he 
performed service for the money, but what 
the service is the Custodian conceals. A 
grocer (Reed) was paid fortwenty-two boxes 
of candles from the gas appropriation in 
April, and not a candle was ever delivered at 
the Treasury. ‘The money which was 
nominally spent for these candies and 
charged to the gas fund was used for 
lemons and sugar for use in the rooms of the 
then Secretary of the Treasury, Mr. Sher- 
man, and of other officers of the department, 
and, as the language of the report says, For 
a certain lunch which was furnished in this 
building (the Treasury) last summer about 
the time of the Chicago Convention.“ 
THAT LUNCH IS WELL REMEMBERED. 

It was described in the press at that time. 
Pitney, the Custodian, seems to have de- 
ceived everybody. Upton and Powers paid 
their full share tor this lunch in money. 
Nevertheless, he took the money from the 
contingent fund. The number of carriages 
officially in use in the Treasury is quite 
large, and some of these carriages are 
used for very unofficial purposes. 
The carriages, horses, and their drivers are 
maintained at Government expense, but it 
was not to be supposed that the handsome 
liveries which the drivers wear were also 
taken from the Government Treasury. Such, 
however, is the fact. Pitney, in order, as he 
says, that his bills might be passed by the 
accounting officer without trouble, had the 
overcoats made and the bills brought to him 
in blank, and the blanks filled up as if for 
billiard-cloth, which is used by the cabinet- 
maker in covering tables. in this way the 
drivers obtained their handsome liveries. 
The same general story is true as to a great 
number of articles. J. B. McMullen, the re- 
port says, was paid $7,200for the use of 
the Hazelton patent for 

CONVERTING WATER INTO FUEL, 
sixteen of which are to be used at Chicago, 
none of which have yet been applied, and all 
of which the report considers unnecessary. 
Altogether, the matter is not a large one 
in a building where millions are paid 
over the counter, but the amount disbursed 
would be a very large sum in business, 
and the expenditure was conducted in an ex- 
tremely loose, if not in a corrupt, way. 


THE RECORD, 
EXTRACTS. 

Wasurtnaton, D. C., Oct. 24.—May 5 last 
J. F. Meline, John Walker, and W. H. Hills 
were appointed a committee to examine the 
disbursements of the contingent-expense 
account of the Treasury Department. 
June 14 the Secretary called for 
a report covering the investigation 
up to and including that date. This re- 
port was called for by a resolution offered in 
the Senate by Senator Sherman, which was 
adopted the 2ist inst. The report was today 
submitted to the Senate. ‘The committee 
say that “Owing to statements made to us 
by the Chief Clerk we have not made an ex- 
amination of the accounts for stationery, but 
have confined our inquiries to accounts and 


the sections of the 
prescribing the powers and duties of | 
officers of the department in relation to the 
accounts under examination, all of which 
are quoted in detail. The organization of 
the department, the officers and the salaries, 
are noted, and the report continues: | 
several years there has been in the depart- 
ment * 
A QUASI OFFICER CALLED Csrobtax,“ 
who has, under the direction of the Chief 
Ulerk, conducted most of the business con- 
nected with the contingent expenses of the 
Treasury Department and the custody and 
disposition of the appropriations for con- 
tingent expenses. The brosent Custodian,’ 
O. L. Pitney, was appointed by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury in June, 1876, with 
compensation at the rate of $2,400 per an- 
num. The compensation was increased to 
$2,500 per annum from July 1, 1877, and is 
paid out of the appropriation for the pay of 
custodians and janitors for all public buildings 
under control of the Treasury Department, 
Your committee are of the opinion that there 
is no authority in law for either the appoint- 
ment or payment of this Custodian. ‘The re- 
quirements of Sec, 3,709, Revised Statutes, 
seems to have been observed enly in the pur- 
chase of fuel, ice, and carpets. In making 
purchases and incurring expenses to be paid 
out of the appropriations for other con- 
tingent expenses of the department the ordi- 
nary precautions adopted by business men 
have generally been neglected, in many 
cases exorbitant vrices have been paid. ~- 

»The first step in making the examination 
was to take an inventory of all property in 
the storeroom belonging to the United States. 
We called for the books showing the amount 
of stock on hand, and were informed that 

NO SUCH BOOKS WERE KEPT. 

We were also informed that no inventory of 
this property had ever deen made. 
The committee find that during the fiscal 
year 1880 118756 yards of Wilton carpet and 


border, and the cost of making and laying the | 


game, were twice paid for; once out of the 
appropriation for the contingent expenses 
ef the Treasury Department and once 
out of the appropriation for public 
buildings. Hooe Bros. repaid the amount of 
the duplicate payment. A shortage of 159 
yards of carpet was found iu the storeroom, 
which the storekeeper claimed was in the 
hands of W. B. Moses, of this city. It was 
discovered that Moses had been paid for 
6374¢ yards of carpet which already belonged 
to the United States, and he, being notified 
of the fact, sent the department 6876 yards 
of carpet of an inferior quality to make 
good the amount.”’ The committee denounce 
as illegal the payment of cabinetmakers of 
the department out of the appropriation for 
fuel, lights, and water for public buildings. 
Continuing, the report says: Your commit- 
tee find that, in February, March, April, 
May, and June, 1880, bills were presented to 
this department by J. Bradley Adams, of 
this city, for

which bills, $502, were paid out of the ap- 
propriation for ice, ete., but that the file- 
holders have never been delivered. The at- 
tention of the Custodian has been called to 
this matter, and he has refused to furnish 
any explanation, stating that a personal ex- 
planation would be made to you. We also 
find that in August and October, 1880, two 
bills amounting to $132 were presented by 
Breed’s Sons, of this city, for twenty-two 
boxes of candles, which bills were paid out 
of the appropriation for gas, etc, 1851, but the 
candles were not furnished. We have been 
informed by the ‘Custodian’ that these bills 
cover lemons and sugar used for lemonade 
for the Secretary; Assistant-Secretaries, and 
Chief Clerk, and also ‘certain lunch furnished 
in this city last summer about the time of 
the Chicago Convention.’ Bob Upton, As- 
sistant-Secretary, and Power, Chief Clerk, 
stated under oath that they had no knowl- 
edge that the lunch was paid for out of the 
public funds. They contributed out of their 
own means towards the cost of the lunch as 
reported to them, and believed it was all 
paid by private contribution. Upton also 
stated that he at one time

furnished to his room, Your committee 
further find that, in November, 1880, and Jan- 
uary, 1881, three bills aggregating $148.50 for 
overcoats furnished drivers of Department 
carriages and wagons were presented to the 
Department in blank and by direction of the 
‘Custodian,’ were made up as for billiard- 
cloth fur covering desks, and were paid out 
of the appropriation for ‘furniture,’ etc., 
1881; also that some time in February the 
*Cnstodian’ ordered of N. W. Burchell, for 
the Treasury Department, one barrel con- 
taining fifty-three and one-fourth gallons of 
bay rum at $3.50 per gallon, which was billed 
as ‘deodorized alcohol.’ Burchell, wlio ap- 
peared before the committee, stated that 
the matter, so far as he was con- 
cerned, was an ordinary business trans- 
action, and that the bay rum was 
sold at the lowest possible figure. We found 
in stock fifty-one and three-quarter gallons 
of this rum, and it was used only for toilet 
purposes. We believe the purchase to have 
been ill-advised and unnecessary. Your 
committee inquired why this course was 
pursued,and were informed by the ‘Custodian’ 
that it was done 80 that the accounting offi- 
cers would not question the bill. We further 
find that, from July 1, 1878, to May 4, 1881, 


WASTE PAPER AND PASTE-BOARD 
ofthe department was sald to the amount of 
$5,092.66; that, during said period, no deposit 
was made in the Treasury on account of saia 
sales, but the money received therefrom was 
paid to the Custodian,’ who states he paid the 
cost of assorting out of the proceeds and kept 
the balance in his safe, awaiting instructions 
as to what disposition should be made of it. 
Very soon after this fact was discovered by 
the committee, the attention of the 
Chief Clerk was called to the _aat- 
ter, and it was suggested that the 
money in the hands of the Oustodian 
ought to be deposited in the Treasury with- 
out further delay. This was not done, how- 
ever, until after the assorters were paid for 
their services during the month of May, 1881, 
when $2,176.77, the balance stated as on 
hand, was deposited with. the Treasurer of 
the United States.” 

Various other details of a less important 
character are cited in the report, and, in con- 
clusion, the committee say: We are not at 
present prepared to submit any recommenda- 
tions relative to the changes we think neces- 
sary in the system of making purchases and 
disposing of the same. We will say, how- 
ever, that we think the system at present in 
vogue very loose and liable to great abuse, 
and, in our opinion, it should be materially 
changed,”’ : 

Appended to the report are exhibits s ho w- 
ing that the prices paid for file-holders, di- 
rectories, dictionaries, atlases, and miscel- 
laneous books were in excess of what they 
might have been bought for.

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 24.—W. H. Clements, 
who bad been appointed Receiver of the Bee 
Line by Judge Green, of Columbus, arrived 
at 7 o’clock this morning. He was met by a 
Deputy-Sheriff of Cuyahoga County, who 
served the injunction which had been issued 
by Judge Cadwell restraining Clements from 
in any way interfering with the property of 
the officers of the railway companies. Short- 
ly afterward Sheriff Buckley served the 
papers which had been issued at Columbus 
Saturday. They were directed against the 
executive officers and Board of Directors of 
the Ohio Railway Company, restraining 
them froin receiving certificates of election as 
such, and from acting or  operat- 
ing the road. This afternoon Clements 
received word to start for Columbus, and 
left at 2 o’clock. He was accompanied by 
E. W. Woodward and E. A. Ferguson, 
Jewett’s attorney. 

An injunction was also served on Jewett 
at Columbus this morning, and it is in ac- 
cordance with Jewett’s instructions that 
Clements is to return to Columbus. The 
situation at railway headquarters here is, 
therefore, practically as it was before the 
election, so far as the management of the 
road is concerned. In other words, the 
general officers of the Cleveland, Columbus, 
Cincinnati & Indianapolis Road have 
charge of the affairs of that com- 
pany, and the officers of the Cincin- 
nati. Hamilton & Dayton have charge 
of its affairs, and the books are kept sepa- 
rate, as a matter of course. Owing to the 
very close relations of the two companies be- 
fore the election, many of the general officers 
of the Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati & 
Indianapolis exercise authority on Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton & Dayton territory: but ac- 
counts are kept separately, and it was this 
that the order of injunction against the of- 
ficers sought.

MILWAUKEE, Oct. 24.—It leaked out today 
that Sheritf Rugee had a party in jail here 
answering the description of one of the mur- 
derers of the Coleman brothers, who is sup- 
posed to be Lon Williams. The man in 
many respects resembles one of the murder- 
ers of the Colemans, if the portraits sent out 
are faithful likenesses, the difference in 
uppearance being ouly such as the barber 
and clothier could innocently bring about for 
any scoundrel who may find it necessary to 
change his appearance as radicaliy as 
possible. Since the murder ot the Cole- 
man brothers, Under-Sheriff Vanvechten, 
whose valuable experience as an 


officer of the seeret service of the Govern- * 


ment Postal Department years azo serves 
him well in cases of emergency, has kept his 
eyes about him, on the theory that the Will- 
iams brothers, when they disappeared near 
Eau Claire, separated and made their way to 
n large city in a direction directly opposit 
from that in which it is supposed they had 
gone, there to begin life anew under as- 
sumed names, while the officers of the law 
scoured the outskirts of civilization for them, 
finally to give up the search in dis- 
gust, and leave the case as a horror 
unavenged. Proceeding upon this theory, 
he instructed his deputies to exercise a vigi- 
lance somewhat as restless as his own. He 
has shadowed many a respectable character, 
until he encountered the party now sus- 
pected, who is probably Lon Williams. The 
prisoner is seemingly ill at ease under his 
present restraint, which manifestation, in 
connection with an unusual degree of reti- 
cence in regard to his past career, has served 
to strengthen the belief of Under-Sheriff 
Vanvechten that his suspicion is Well 
founded. The little the suspected man sees 
fitto divulge occasionally is contradictory, 
in that his accounts never satisfactorily 
agree in the most essential parts. 
He is a man of powerful physique, with 
keen, penetrating eyes, and of a very restless 
disposition—just such a man as one would 
picture to himself in connection with so ter- 
riole a tragedy as the killing of the Coleman 
brothers. His custody has been kept a se- 
cret for 1 reasons, the arrest having 
been made last week. Mr. Van Vechten is 
of the opinion that the reports of a Williams 
under arrest here and then there tends only to 
niystify the officers in search of the villains, 
as Wus the case during the search for the Tesch 
murderers in the fall of 1867. Then quite a 
number of tramps were arrested on sus- 
picion, each of the officers holding parties 
answering to the descriptions of the murder- 
ers reporting as if their identification was be- 
yond all question, while in every instance 
they were obliged to discharge the suspected 
men as innocent of the heinous crime.. The 
warch then extended miles beyond where 
the capture was finally effected, at Clinton 
Junction, by officers from this city, who had 
circumstantially gained aclew of the assas- 
ins. That those in quest of the murder- 
ers of the Coleman brothers may not 
be discouraged from following any clews 
they may possess, the arrest here has been 
without parade or publicity, Mr. Van Rech- 
ten thinking that the cause of justice would 
best be facilitated by another and more rea- 
sonable course—namely: to send for parties 
acquainted with the Williams brothers, in 
order that the man’s identity or innocence 
might be established at the earliest moment. 
Since the incarceration of the stranger last 
week two residents of Dunn have traveled 
in and visited the County Jail, but with- 
out adding anything to the Sieriff’s know!l- 
edge of. the prisoner or his ante- 
cedents. In each instance it appeared 
that the callers were not as fairly acquainted 
with the Williams brothers as was supposed 
when they were summoned to this city. Yes- 
terday Assistant Attorney-General Cheno- 
weth arrived from Madison and viewed the 
prisoner, with no better result than had been 
attained in the case of the previous visitors. 
Today, however, the suspense will 
brought to a close, since one far better ac- 
quainted with the Williams brothers is to 
appear at the jail, when, if, after a close ob- 
servation of the suspected man, identification 
as one of the notorious brothers is not satis- 
factorily established, the stranger will then 
be set free, 

It is learned at a late hour tonight that the 
man in jail here supposed tobe Lon Will- 
iams, claims that his name is Cole, and that 
he is from Lilinois. An alleged brother put 
in an appearance tonight. and is trying to 
get his release ona writof habeas corpus.

Frank, the Cleveland Murderer, Be- 
Ileved te Be Insane,

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 24.—It is now gener- 
allySadmitted tnat Frank, alias Fritz, who is 
on trial for the murder of George Williams, 
isinsane. Dr. Resener, who has attended 
him regularly since the shooting, was at first 
very cautious about admitting the claim of 
insanity, but developments since the opening 
of the trial have convinced him now that that 
plea may be justly made. Dr. Kitchen says 
he is unquestionably insane at present. Since 
thé suspension of the trial Fritz has been out 
of his head nearly all the time, and frequent- 
ly been quite wild. Friday night, after his 
strange attack, he spent in writing out 
the pleas of his attorneys. The work 
as completedis pronounced conclusive evi- 
dence of hisinsanity. One ofthe attorneys 
whose plea was written out said the accur- 
acy of the document was perfectly marvel- 
ous. One of the prosecuting attorneys said: 
“That manuscript could not have been pro- 
duced so accurately by any onein his right 
mind, much less by one of such mediocre 
ability as Fritz has shown himself to be 
since the shooting. Language was often 
absolutely reproduced, and the whole work 
was so lawyer-like that we are forced to say 
the writer was not mentally in a normal 
state. The strangest feature of his ailment 
appears in the fact that he has 
developed during it evidences of learning 
and mental acumen which are entirely dis- 
proportionate to his former record. He will 
talk most exhaustively about the lost of 
tempering some kinds of metals, and similar 
subjects entirely without and beyond his 
previous intellectual scope.

Conkting did make bitter and malicious war, 
and his experience simply demonstrated the 
wisdom of Tue Tripune’s warning. Why 
should all this pretense be made about 
Conkling? He cared nothing about Merritt. 
He had opposed the confirmation of Merritt 
as bitterly as he did that of Robertson; and, 
short of resigning, he put forth as much 
effort to defeat the confirmation of one as of 
the other. Robertson was merely a sequel, 
or a second volume, of Merritt, Conkling 
was as much opposed to keeping Merritt on 
his record as he was to the appointment of 
Robertson. It has been reported all aver 
New York and never denied by the Boss 
that Conkling wanted John F. Smythe, a 
despicable spoils subaltern and henchman, 
to succeed Merritt. Judge Robertson was 
eminently a fit man to be Collector of New 
York, an old and honored citizen, a Repub- 
lican of twenty-five years’ standing, and a 
man of large experience in public affairs, 
none of which is true of the editor of the 


spoils organ.

WHILE nothing can be said against the 
character of Gov. Morgan, or his personal 
fitness for the office to which he has been ap- 
pointed, except age and ill health, it is a lit- 
tle remarkable that Arthurshould have been 
so persistent in searching for a New York City 
man to take that particular position. The 
only reason why Secretary Windom’s serv- 
ices were dispensed with appears to have 
been that he came from the West; and the 
special, if not fe only, reason why Gov. 

Morgan was appointed is that he resided in 
New York City. We cannot agree with our 
Eastern contemporaries that the office be- 
longs to New York. It belongs to the whole 
country, and the farther away it is kept from 
Wall street the better. We deem it un- 
fortunate, also, that Gov. Morgan was 
compelled to abandon his private business 
before he was qualified by law to become 
Secretary of the Treasury. The same objec- 
tion applied to him as to Alexander Stewart 
and Levi P. Morton; and while the letter of 
the law is met by his retiring from business, 
it is not quite so clear that the spirit of the 
law is equally satisfied. The propriety of re- 
quiring anybody to make a great business 
and personal sacrifice to become Secretary 
of the Treasury is not indisputable; and the 
delicacy and embarassments of his situation 
may become apparent when he is required to 
make Treasury rulings in favor of or against 
his former business associates. On the whole, 
we should say the appointment justifies ina 
peculiar manner the objections of the West 
and South to the appointment of a Secretary 
of the Treasury from the vicinity of Wall 


street. 


CONKLING’s coyness may be expected te 
form the theme of admiring editorials in the 
spoils organs from this time on until he has 
accepted a Cabinet or other office. His swear- 
ing he will ne’er consent is, of course, a mere 
preliminary to his consenting, with more or 
less pretense of reluctance. The dispatches 
from Washington unite in predicting that he 
will take office in a few months, when it is 
hoped the popular wrath against him may 
have abated. It is a cheering sign of prog- 
ress in Mr. Conkling that he has recognized 
the intense feeling against him. He used to 
be beautifully oblivious to what people 
thought of him. He had adopted as a rule 
of conduct a sort of “ blood and iron poli- 
cy, based upon military ideas of political lead- 
ership. The first principle of his faith was 
that “discipline” ought to be imposed on a 
party from above by superior persons like Mr. 
Conkling, Mr. Don Cameron, and others who 
had been admitted into their political pan- 
theon. He had no objection at all to run- 
ning against the grain of the people, but 
had a notion that the people, or the party, did 
not know their own mind, and were not wise, 
but must be instructed and punished for their 
own good, with tearfal solicitude but firm- 
ness. Mr. Conkling assumed the unpleasant 
duty of giving the party medicine for its 
often infirmities. Nobody was more sur- 
p-ised than he when the last dose was re- 
jected and the nauseous mixture applied to 
his own lips. If Mr. Conkling could cor- 
rect his erroneous impressions of the duties 
of political leadership, and serve faithfully 
in the ranks for a few years, he might be re- 
stored to favor. But he is characteristically 
sanguine if he imagines that his vagaries 
will be forgotten or condoned by the people 
this year or next. 


THE NEW SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY. 

The appointment of ex-Gov. Edwin D. 
Morgan, of New York City, to be Secretary 
of the Treasury in place of Mr. Windom is 
eminently respectable. It is probably true 
that Mr. Morgan has not been closely iden- 
tified of late years with any of the factions 
in the Republican party of New York. The 
anti-Conkling newspapers cordially approve 
of his nomination; and, while Conkling may 
view the appointment without enthusiasm, 
his followers cannot decently object to it. 
Ex-Gov. Morgan brought out Gen. Arthur in 
politics, and he has been an intimate friend 
of Gen. Grant. 

The new Secretary has had a curious mixt- 
ure of political and business experience, 
which may seem to qualify him in a peculiar 
manner for the office of Secretary of the 
Treasury. He began lifein a very humble 
capacity in a mercantile house, and devoted 
himself to business with great assiduity. He 
was when his appointment was first consid- 
ered a member of an importing firm having 
large dealings with the East and West Indies, 
but this connection must necessarily be re- 
Unquished under the law before he can 
enter upon the active duties of his new office. 
Mr. Morgan is a man of great wealth, hav- 
ing a fortune of several millions. 

His political life has been equally various, 
if not quite so successful. He has been an 
Alderman of New York City, a State Sen- 
ator, a Commissioner ot Immigration, Chair- 
man of the National Republican Committee, 
Governor of New York for two terms, a 
Major-General of Volunteers engaged in 
recruiting (for which services he refused all 
compensation), and a United States Senator, 
being sueceeded in 1869 by Reuben E. Fen- 
ton. Gov. Morgan for many years nourished 
a large political ambition, and his enforced 
retirement to private life was well known 
at the time to be a severe disappointment to 
him. During his term of office as Senator 
he was offered the place of Secretary of the 
Treasury in Mr. Lin 's Cabinet, to suc- 
ceed Senator F en; who had been re- 
elected to the Senate in 1864; but Gov. Mor- 
gan declined to give up his seat in the Sen- 
ate fot a Cabinet office. 

There can be no objection to Gov. Morgan 
on the score of political knowledge or busi- 
ness capacity, but it is feared his 


led a busy life, is not so vigorous as he once 
was. If his frail condition of health should 
lead to his resignation in a few months it 
would be a misfortune that he had ever been 
appointed. The Treasury is an office of the 
highest importance, and requires in the direc- 
tion of its affaits not only administrative 
ability, but a firm, consistent, and consecu- 
tive policy. It would not be in accordance 
with the reputation of Gov. Morgan or his 
own self-respect for him to take this great 
office for a brief period with a view to sur- 
rendering it ultimately to Roscoe Conkling.

4 TEMPEST? IN A TEAPOT. 
The Yorktown celebration, where both 
Frenchmen and Germans were present as in- 
vited National guests, served to develop some 
of the hard feelings which have existed be- 
tween these two nations during the past ten 
years, and indeed for a century. This feel- 
ing was manifested by Frenchmen more than 
by the Germans—first, because the French 
believe that their ancestors had a far larger 
share in the American Revolution than the 
Germans nad; and, secondly, because, as be- 
tween the two nations, the Germans now 
occupy the vantage ground of victors, and 
the slightest provocation suffices to bring up 
recollections of Sedan to the defeated French. 
Atall events, there was some resentment at 
Yorktown because equal honors were shown 
to the representatives of the Baron Von 
Steuben family, and because the German flag 
received equal consideration with the flag 
under which Lafayette fought. It required 
all the tact and savoir faire of which Secre- 
tary Biaine is possessed to prevent a dis- 
agreeable outbreak of feeling, though the 
salute given to the British flag, notwith- 
standing England was our Revolutionary foe, 
ought to have convinced both the French 
and the Germans that there was no reason 
for jealousy. 

One of the local outcroppings of this rather 
far-fetched and somewhat. ridiculous feud 
was a commuuication to THE Cuicaco TRIB- 
UNE, written by M. George Villeroy, who 
has some official connection with the French 
Consulate in this city. M. Villeroy, very 
naturally from his point of view, claimed 
greater Revolutionary honors for his couutry 
for assistance rendered than he was willing 
to concede to the Germans. Thereupon the 
Staats-Zeitung waxed wroth and proceeded 
to hold Tue TRIBUNE responsible for M. 
Villeroy’s opinions and statements, and finds 
fault with it for not Suppressing a com- 
munication which its ally in this hypercriti- 
cism reproduced in its own columns. All 
this is simply puerile. If it has any sig- 
nificance whatever it is only to show that the 
Staats-Zeitung has not a clear conception 
of whatan American newspaper ought to be. 
THE TRIBUNE has long been in the habit of 
printing communications on a multidude of 
subjects from all kinds of people, and pro- 
poses to continue doing so, without holding 
itself responsible for the views and state- 
ments of these miscellaneous correspond- 
ents.. THE TRIBUNE does not become the 
sponsor for all the various opinions or asser- 
tions which its correspondents write over 
their own signatures, and is content with the 
responsibility of its own editorial utterances. 
Bismarck takes the opposit view of news- 
paper responsibility. He is accustomed to 
hold the newspapers in his Empire accounta- 
ble for everything which they print, no mat- 
ter who is the author, and hence, under the 
German censorship system, the newspapers 
onlv print one side of any given case. This 
sort of suppressive censorship does not pre- 
vail in the United States or suit the genius 
of this country. The Staats-Zeitung or any 
other newspaper published in the United 
States may adopt such a rule for its on guid- 
ance, but Tue Tam prefers the American 
policy of fair play. Whenever the Bismarck 
plan of censorship shall be established in 
this country Tue Trisune will go out of 
the newspaper business. 

The simple fact is, that Toe TRIBUNE and 
the people of the United States as a whole, 
are on very excellent terms with both the 
French and German nations. There is a tra- 
ditional sense of gratitude in this country 
for the nation which became the open ally of 
the struggling American Colonies and sent 
hither its armies, fleets, and treasure; and a 
close friendship has been established with 
the Germans through the German apprecia- 
tion of American freedom, which has in- 
duced hundreds of thousands of native Ger- 
mans to seek homes under our Government. 
But it is not for Americans nor for Ameri- 
can newspapers to take up the quarrels be- 
tween the French and the Germans. M. 
Villeroy and the editor of the Staats-Zeitung 
may fire off paper bullets at each other to 
their hearts’ content, and use the columns of 
Tue TRIBUNE within reason for that pur- 
pose; but they cannot fairly expect that, at a 
time of celebrating a National anniversary of 
a Revolutionary event, the Americans will 
offend either the descendants of Steuben or 
the compatriots of Lafayette. 


THE CITIZENS’ ASSOCIATION oN EDUca- 


We are glad to note that the attention of 
the Citizens’ Association of this city has been 
directed to the subject of education. The 
association has been the pioneer in several 
important reform movements. It is com- 
posed chiefly of wealthy men, who are able 
in an emergency to test experimentally the 
theories they hold, and in times past they 
have not hesitated to draw upon their pri- 
vate funds in aid of the promotion of meas- 
ures deemed for the public good. It goes 
without saying that such an association may 
exert a powerful influence upon public opin- 
ion, may compel the correction of abuses, and 
force the inauguration of reforms in the pub- 
lic administration. The Citizens’ Association 
has entered upon a discussion of the prevail- 
ing educational methods, and has found them 
glaringly defective. 

The committee of the association, part of 
whose report we published yesterday, quotes 
with approval passages from Charles Francis 
Adams Jr.’s scathing review of the existing 
common-school system which appeared in 
Harper’s Magazine nearly a year ago. This 
fact alone is sufficient to show that the asso- 
ciation, if it shall pursue the subject, will 
agitate for sweeping reforms. 

The committee condems the parrot-like 
method of mere memorizing so much in 
vogue; demands a more direct moral and re- 
ligious training—the inculcation of “a love 
of justice, a sacred regard for the truth, love 
of country. humanity, and benevolence, so0- 
briety, industry, frugality, chastity, modera- 
tion, and temperance’’; urges the necessity 
of physical training, and finally indorses the 
proposition that it is the duty of the State to 
train mechanics and craftsmen—in a word, 
to make manual training in the practical arts 
a part of the common-schoo! system. 

The committee might have gone a step 
farther, and shown that the incorporation in 
the public schools of manual training in the 
arts would almost immediately react upon 
the parrot-like system of purely inteliect- 
ual teaching, bringing it into harmony with 
the practical methods of the shop. The ob- 
jection to existing methods of teaching in the 
purely intellectual schools is, that they do not 
impart to the pupil what he will need to 
know when he makes his entrance upon the 
| actual stage of life; and the advantage 


or crafts, Now, let 
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his 72d year, and, as is natural in one who has 


the two. systems be brought into contact in 
the same school, and it is inevitable that the 
practical, sensible method pursued in the 
shop will at once exerta powerful influence 
upon the parrot-like system of mere memor- 
izing in vogue across the hall, tending to 
modify and render it more practical. Ina 
word, the quickest way to reform the old 
method of teaching is not by attacking it 
violently, but by placing in contrast with it 
a better method. But how todoit; this is 
the question. The professors of the old 
method, the conductors and feachers of the 
schools, do not admit the radical defects 
charged against it. They do not propose to 
change their methods of education. Nay, 
more, they object to having manual training 
in the practical: arts joined to the common- 
school establishment. The readers of Tun 
Tuipune will remember how “ Ped A. 
Gog” and Ex-Pedagog,” speaking for the 
teachers of Chicago, bitterly antagonized 
the proposition of Tue TRIBUNE to make 
manual training in the arts a part of the pub- 
lic-sehool system. Reforms do not come 
from the inside but from the outside. To 
convince the directors, superintendents, 
principals, and teachers of the public schools 
of Chicago of the demerits of their system 
and the merits of a new system itis neces- 
sary to furnish them with a working example 
of the alleged better system. 

Says the committee of the Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation: At an expense of from $6,000 to 
$8,000 it is possible to build a workshop, and 
stock it with tools capable of giving instruc- 
tion to 400 pupils per annum at an expense 
not exceeding $18 per scholar.“ 

This estimate of the cost of a proper 
structure and equipment for a manual train- 
ing schoolis probably far too low, as is also 
the estimated expense per pupil of conduct- 
ing it. But this is not an important consid- 
eration at present. What we desire to say is 
this: The Citizens’ Association has a mem- 
bership amply able to put in operation and 
conduct five years an experimental manual 
training school, not to accommodate 400 
pupils, but say fifty or sixty. Long before 
such an experiment shall have been con- 
cluded it will have commended itself to the 
community in which it is tried, and probably 
also to the major part of the fraternity of 
public-school managers and teachers. This 
is a splendid enterprise for the Citizens’ As- 
sociation to undertake,a fit sequel to the 
eminently wise conclusions reached by ks 
committee. 


THE USEFULNESS or THE , WORM. 

Mr. Darwin’s latest book is devoted to the 
consideration of the humblest object in ani- 
mated nature, the worm, and has already 
aroused great interest in Engiand, where it 
has just appeared, from the extremely inter- 
esting revelations he makes concerning its 
mission. And it must be conceded that the 
great raturalist, whe brought man down 
from his high estate to asimian level, has ele- 
vated the worm to a position where it may 
claim the highest honoras a benefactor to 
human kind. Hitherto the worm has been 
considered an object of contempt, the type 
of the lowest and most groveling humility, 
and useless for any purpose unless it may be 
to furnish anglers with bait. It has had 
few defenders except Cowper, who declared 
that he would not count that man his friend 
who trod upon one willfully, and gentle 
Izaak Walton, who urged all his brethren to 
treat the worm kindly, as though they loved 
it, while the pulpit, when it has been anxious 
to convince human nature of its abject 
worthlesness in its unregenerate state, never 
fails to remind its hearers that they are 
worms of the dust. 

Mr. Darwin has studied these little wrig- 
glers for fifty years, and, as the concentrated 
essence of these observations, declares that 
It may be doubted whether there are many 
other animals which have played so impor- 
tant a part in the h story of the world as have 
these lowly organized creatures.” This is 
high praise for the worm, but the statements 
which he makes are so forcible and multi- 
tudinous that it is impossible to resist the 
conviction that he is correct, and that hence- 
forward we must acknowledge the worm as 
one of our greatest benefactors, and accept 
it as a high compliment when the pulpit 
compares us to these lowly toilers. 

Mr. Darwin commences his work with a 
declaration of its purpose—namely: to show 
“the share which worms have taken in the 
formation of the layer of vegetable mold 
which covers the whole surface of the land 
in every moderately humid country.” He 
first describes the worm, and tells us that it 
has neither eyes nor ears, probably for the 
same reason that these appendages are want- 
ing in the fish of the Mammoth Cave—name- 
ly: that they would be useless for a creature 
who spends its time in the dark. He thinks 
that they have the sense of smell, and is posi- 
tive they have the sense of taste, because 
they usually feed upon leaves, though their 
favorit food is onions, which shows they not 
only have taste, but good taste. These lea ves 
they drag into their holes, partly for food 
and partly to line their humble abodes for 
protection against the coldness of the earth. 
It manifests intelligence in making its hole, 
for it lines it with a layer of fine, smooth 
earth, displays skillful tallorship in exactly 
fitting the hole to its body, and considerable 
military strategy in protecting it against 
small interlopers by covering the openings 
with heaps of small stones. 

The mission of the worm, however, is what 
elevates it so high in the animal creation, 
and it will undoubtedly strike many of our 
readers, who have not given the subject any 
thought, with astonishment. The worm has 
avery complex digestive apparatus, with 
one organ like the gizzard of a fowl, ora 
quartz-crusher upon an infinitesimal scale. 
It needs such a digester, for it is continually 
swallowing earth and tiny stones and return- 
ing them to the surface of the earth in a 
finely triturated and fertilized condition. 
„By this process the entire earthy surface of 
a country is constantly in a state of change,” 
says Mr. Darwin, though in this country the 
change would be confined to clayey soils, as 
the rich. black prairie soils contain but very 
few worms and sandy and gravelly soils 
none atall. He estimates that in every acre 
there are from 35,000 to 50,000 worms, 
but, as we have said, there is a con- 
siderable portion of our own country 
which can hardly be included in such an es- 
timate. He also estimates that the casts of 
worms in some cases, if spread over the 
ground, would measure one-fifth of an inch 
in depth per year, equal to one inch of earth 
brought up from below, passed through the 
bodies of worms, and deposited on the sur- 
face in five years.” In one instance twelve 
ounces of castings were thrown up in a year 
on a square foot, or six and one-third pounds 
on the square yard, equal to 14 tons of 
the best of fertilizers, vegetable mold, over 
an acre in a year. Further, says Mr. Darwin:

KEY, TYNER, AND STAR ROUTE. 

Judge Key, who was Postmaster-General 
during the greater part of the Hayes Admin- 
istration, has made a statement in regard to 
Tyner’s suppressed report on the star-route 
service, which, without exonerating Tyner, 
amounts to a confession that he (Key) was 
grossly derelict in his duty to the Adminis- 
tration of which he was a part and to the 
people whose interests were in his charge. 
Judge Key says that the Tyner report ex- 
posing the extravagance and abuses of the 
star-route system was submitted to him, and 
that he recommended it should not be placed 
on file, because he feared that Gen. Brady 
would feel that Judge Tyner had invaded his 
jurisdiction and intermeddied in his affairs,” 
and because he (Key) was anxious to do no 
injustice to any one and to bring no scandal 
upon the service.” Judge Key further seeks 
to acquit himself and save Tyner by citing 


the appropriations for the star-route 
ciencies, and “it would have been imperti- 
nent and inexcusable in him to have flown in 
the face of Congress and to have claimed 
more wisdom and honesty than that body 
possessed.”’ 

First as to Key: He held the position of 
Postmaster-General, He had reason to sus- 
pect that there were gross abuses in the star- 
route service, which was under the immedi- 
ate direction of Brady. He sent Tyner on a 
tour of inspection. Tyner's report confirmed 
previous suspicions, Then the report was 
suppressed by a mutual understanding be- 
tween Key and Tyver; Brady’s recommen- 
dations for increased appropriations were ac- 
cepted and made a part of Key’s report to 
Congress; the appropriations thus obtained 
were construed by Key to be an indorsement 
of Brady’s course. Butif Tyner’s report had 
been given to Congress, instead of being 
suppressed, these appropriations would lu all 
probability not have been voted, the star- 
route stealings would have been cut off then 
and there, and hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars would have been saved to the country. 
in acknowledging that he was cognizant of 
Tyner’s report, Judge Key has made himseif 
partly responsible for the admitted suppres- 
sion thereof and the deception practiced upon 
Congress and the public. 

Next as to Tyner: Judge Key’s willing- 
ness to suppress the report, in order to save 
Brady’s feelings and bring no scandal upon 
the service,” does not relieve Tyner of his 
responsibility. Tyner was the First Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General. He was, in fact, 
the head of the department, since Key had 
been appointed for “conciliatory ” purposes 
and was a mere figurehead. He was certain- 
ly Brady’s superior. He had satisfied him- 
self by personal inspection that there was 
certainly great extravagance and probably 
positive corruption in the management of the 
star-route service. His protest would have 
prevented the suppression of his report. If 
he had entertained a proper notion of his 
duty and his responsibility, he would not 
have consented on any terms to the suppres- 
sion of the facts. He would have resigned 
his position and stated his reason therefor. 
That would undoubtedly have brought out 
the suppressed report, and it would probably 
have made Tyner Postmaster-General. But 
Tyner was evidently not of the stuff for 
heroism of that kind. Apparently he was 
entirely willing to be a party to the suppres- 
sion of the facts, and to assist in keeping 
Congress ignorant of the stealing that was 
going on. His reasons for this conduct.are 


best known to himself, but he cannot escape 


the responsibility for furthering the schemes 
of the star-route ring by concealing all he 
knew of its operations. 

It is very evident that there should be a 
clean sweep in the Post-Office Department of 
every man who was aware of the star-route 
abuses and did not expose them. This is 
just the position which Tyner seems to oc- 
cupy, and Judge Key has not helped him out 
of his difficulty by confessing that he (Key) 
had read the suppressed report. Besiaes, it 
is notorious that the star-route ring was ex- 
tremely anxious that Tyner should be ap- 
pointed Postmaster-General when Garfield 
came into office, notwithstanding the for- 
mer’s personal knowledge of the thieving 
that was going on. Indeed, it looks as if 
Tyner’s knowledge of the abuses and will- 
ingness to wink at them was the very reason 
why the star-route ring was desirous that 
Tyner should become in name and authority, 
as he had been for many years in fact, the 
head of the Post-Office Department. It is 
evident that Tyner must go. 


Turn is great excitement in St. Louis 
over a delicate question which interests the 
greater portion of that city’s inhabitants.

SPAIN. , 
AN IMPORTANT LAW PROJECT.

MADRID, Oct. 24.—With the budget there 
was today laid on the table of Congress an 
important project of law declaring that from 
Jan. 1, 1882, commerce and navigation be- 
tween Cuba, Porto Rieo, the Philippines 
and Spain shall be submitted to the 
same regulations as the trade between 
Peninsular ports and tlie Provinces. Prou- 
ucts from Cuba, Porto Rico, and the Philip- 
piues will be admitted from that date free of 
all duties in the Peninsular with the foilow- 
ing exceptions; Tobaeco will remain sub- 
ject to existing rules; spirits will pay 10 
francs per hectolitre; su gar will pay 8 francs 
75 centimes per 100 kilos; socoaand chocolate 
will pay 2% frances per 100 kilos, and coffee 35 
pesatas per 100 kilos, These duties will be 

REDUCED BY ONE-HALF 
on Jan. 1, 1881, and will be abolished 
on Jan. 1, 1888 The Cabinet will 
have permission to suspend the effects 
of this law according to the exigencies 
of the Treasury, or if the interests of 
Spanish industry should require it.

Minister Camacho has proposed a gradua- 
reduction in the customs tariff. | He said that 
Spain would renounce all existing com- 
mercial treaties on the promulgation of the 
new tariff, and would conclud@ fresh con- 
ventions on the basis of the proposed reduc- 
tion. Those nations which had no treaty 
with Spain would not participate in the ad- 
vantages of the new tariff, Spain, at 
the same time, reserved to herself the 
right of imposing additional import 
duties upon foreign productions im- 
ported by sea which are also produced 
in Spain, and the introduction of which is 
calculated to prejudice home interests. 
Sugar would becharged a duty of 175 pesetas 
per 100 kilos. It was also intended to allow 
afree coasting trade between Spain and ail 
her colonies. No charge would be made on 
the productions of Cuba, Porto Rico, and the 
Philippine Islands, except on spirits, cocoa, 
chocolate, and coffee. The duties on these 
would be reduced one-half in 1585, and to- 
tally abolished in 1888. If, however, the 
condition of the Treasury required it, the 
execution of this scheme might be abandoned. 


RUSSIA. 
SARAH BERNHARDT.

Sr. PetTerspure, Oct. 24.—Sarah Bern- 
hardt is to give eight representations at Mos- 
cow between the 6th and i4th of December, 
and fifteen representations at St. Petersburg 
between the 16th and the 3ist.

Minis- 
ter Morton drove the first rivet and addressed 
the company as follows: 

Iaccepted with great pleasure the invitation to 
be present on this occasion to commemorate the 
sympathy and friendship so long existing be- 
tween the two leading Republics. | 

After explaining the measures for the re- 
ception, erection, and maintenance of the 
statue, and other steps which Congress had 
authorized testify to its gratitude for so 
felicitous an expression of sympathy from 
the sister Republic, Mr. Morton added: 

The illustrious names of Lafayette, Rocham- 
beau, Noailies, and others associated in this new 
evidence of the friadship of France havé been 
household words in the Republic of the New 
World since their ancestors gave their blood and 
treasure so freely to secure its independence.

Some Colorado Rich Men—Gov. Routt 
asa Millionaire—Chaffee’s Piie—Kirk- 
woods Fashion-Piate. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 22.—Secretary 
Windom has the reputation of being a very 
shrewd financier, and knows how to take 
care of himself. I was talking with a Col- 
orado man the other day, who was discussing 
the way in which the buils and bears of Wail 
street are scolding Windom, and he said: 
Do you know that Windom has an invest- 
ment out in Durango which cost him only 
$18,000, and which now pays him an annual 
rental of $8,000? And I hear that he is about 
as lucky as that in everything that he under- 


takes.“ 

Speaking of luck,” said this same Colorado 
man, who himself has been and is a favored 
child of fortune, some of your Lilinois peo- 
ple have been striking it rich’ in our coun- 
try. There is John L. Routt, who used to 
bein the Post-Office Department, and was 
Governor of Colorado under Grant, and who, 
for a long time out in our country, was as 
poor as a church mouse. Why, he left New 
York for Denver the other day, after having 
completed the sale of his mine, which had 
been so much talked about, and to my 
knowledge he left $100,000 clear money on 
deposit in New York City, took with him #400,- 
000 in United States bonds, and he has prop- 
erty enough in sight besides in Colorado to 
amount to,perhaps, $200,000 more. That makes 
him worth certainly about $700,000—say 
three-quarters of a million clear money. He 
has a magnificent house in Denver, a pair of 
fine Kentucky roadsters, a handsome wife 
and interesting family, andis a man of sense. 
He has not been rich long enough to forget 
his old friends, and I do not believe he ever 
will. He has seen enough of hard times not 
to take any more big chances in this world, 
and will hug these $700,000, you may rely 
upon it. He will never be poor again. He 
may take a flyer or two with a little margin 
that he has, but he is never going to impair 
his nestegg. 1 understand that he is going 
to invest considerable in Lllinois farming 
lands. He has great confidence in them, and 
I have heard him say that they would pay 
better interest in the long run than any 
United States bonds. He has given his boy 
a handsome farm somewhere near Blooming- 
ton, and possibly will make a stuck farm 
himself somewhere near his old home in 
McLean County. 

“Then there is Judge Jasper D. Ward, of 
Chicago. He has not made any such large 
amount of money, but he has done fairly 
well, and is in the way of doing a great deal 
better. He has settled down to be a perma- 
nent resident with us, and has recently been 
elected Judge.

A LIBEL CASE. 


A Judge Apologizes for the Verdict of 
a Jury. 

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 24.—The case of the 
State of Ohio against E. W. Scripps, pub- 
lisher of a penny paper in this city, for pub- 
lishing a libel reflecting on the mora! charac- 
ter of Mr. Edwin Cowles, editor of the Lead- 
er, was on trial several days before Judge 
Tilden. The prosecuting witness put in over- 
whelming testimony, proving the falsity of the 
libelous charge, and the defense offered no 
testimony. Yet, to the surprise of the mem- 
bers of the Bar and all conversant with the 
case, the jury returned a verdiet acquitting 
the defendant, The verdict was considered 
such a gross outrage that Judge Tilden, be- 
fore whom the case was tried, sent Mr. 
Cowles the following letter: 

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 22.—Mr. Edwin Cowles— 
My Dear sin: I feel it is due to you for me to 
say that the verdict rendered by the jury in the 
libel case between you and Mr. Scripps, tried 
before me, was coutrary to the law as laid down 
and the evidence given in the case. The testi- 
mony was overwhelmingly in your favor, and 
the defense offered no evidence whatever to 
justify the publication of the article in ques- 
tion. The testimony showed conclusively that 


there was not the least foundation, in any re- 
spect whatever, for making the charge re- 
flecting on you.

Business isa 
great deul heavier now than it was nine years 
ago, when the Board of Trade occupied tempo- 
rary quarters in the old Central Hotel Bullding 
on the river-front. In tbose days it only cost 
$.00 to become a member, and nobody ever 
dreamed the membership fee would be 63.000 
in a few years.

The heads of firms, I 
well remember, did their own ringing and set- 
tiling of deals, but now ali this work is relegated 
to an army of boys, who can doit just as weil. 

These young- 
sters settle trades calling for millions of busheis 
of grain, and thousands of barrels of pork, and 
tierces of lard every day. The work got so big 
that the heads of firms could not do it all, and 
they nad to make achange. It greatly facili- 
tates business. and the settling boy, even though 
he is fuli of pranks, is a grand institution. 

Aud how outside institutions, all dependent 
on the board, have sprung up in the last nine 
years. The Call Board was organized in 1875, 
and now has 1000 members. The Open Board 
was the product of the hard times, The boys 
couldn't afford to speculate in big lots, and the 
Open Board came into life to meet their wants.

ELECTRIC LIGHT. 
THE DANGER FROM ITS USE CONSIDERED 
BY THE INSURANCE MEN. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicace Tribune. 

New York Oct. 24.—The Board of Under- 
writers here took a step today in regard to 
danger of fite from electric lighting appa- 
ratus that will be of interest to insurance 
companies generally in all parts of the 
country. The origin of several fires here 
and elsewhere recently has been attributed 
to use of electric light. Today a cotmmit- 
tee of the Board of Underwriters presented 
a report covering five conditions on this sub- 
ject required for the introduction of electric 
lighting apparatus into buildings: First, 
that the wires must have 50 per cent 
of conductivity above the amount re- 
quired for lights on each wire. 
Second, the wires to de thorough- 
ly insulated| and doubly coated. Third, 
wires for incgndescent lights to be two and a 
half inches apart, those for are lights eight 
inches apart, and eight inches from all other 
wires and from all metal or other conducting 
substances. Fourth, all arc lights to be

inclosed at the bottom to effectually prevent 
sparks or particles of the carbon from fall- 
um froin the lamps, and in show-windows, 
mills, and other places where 
there are materials of an inflan- 
mable nature, chimneys with spark 
arresters shall be placed at the 
top of the glass; open lights are positivel 7 
prohibited; the conductive framework of 
chandeliers njust be Insulated and covered 
the same as the wires. Fifth, where 
electricity is conducted into a build- 
ing (from | sources other than the 
building in} which it is used) a shut- 
off must be placed at the point of entrance to 
such building and the supply turned off 
when the lights are not in use. It is be- 
lieved that it these condition; are carried out 
there will befarless danger from electric 
light wires tijan at present.

A DARING VOYAGE. 


How the Burned and Sanken Rimac 
Was Raised aud Navigated by the 
Chilians from Callao to Valparaiso. 

Panama Star and Herald, Oct. 1. 

Ou July 14, 1880, the Chilian transport, Rimac, 
an iron screw steamer of 1,227 tous, carrying a 
regiment of cavalry and a valuable cargo, was 
captured by the Peruvian corvet Union and 
taken toCallam. After the Peruvian defeat at 
Cherillos and Miraflores the Rimac was burned 
and sunk. Recentiy the hulk was raised by the 
Chilians and it was found that although severely 
damaged, it could be rendered serviceable and 
that the mactiinery was only slightly injured. 
Every particle of woodwork was burued out of 
ber, and she presented more the appearance 
of an empty, nre-worn stove than of a vessel 
with which the seu could be ravigated. The 
deck beams were cracked and twisted as if they 
bad been thin iron wires, some stanchions still 
stood upright, but more had assumed shapes 
which would have astonished any ship-builder, 
and the bulwarks were buiged in and out, and 
shriveled as if they had been run through some 
powerful crim ping-machioe.

This falls somewhat behind the showing 
in the same cities last week, when the fizures 
stood at $1,254.416,455. The percentage of 
increase was 10.2, against 39.4 last week, and 
70.5 the previous week. ‘The smallness of 
the percentage in New York, 6.8, is to be 
accounted for partly by the duliness at the 
Stock Exchange, and partly by the fact that 
the exchanges of that city for the week end- 
ing Oct, 23, 1880, were exceptionally large, 
amounting te $3892,985,606, against 8693. 197, 
301 the previous week. 

Clearings for the week ending Oct. 22, 1881, 
were $953.850,125, against $975,722, 717 for the 
week ending Oct. 15, 1881. Outside of New 
York the percentage of gain was very large. 
49.4 per cent, against 23.4 last week. This 
shows, after making all necessary deductions 
on account of specclative influences, that the 
general business interests of the country are 
in fully as healthy and prosperous a state as 
atany time of the present year. The great 
Western cities continue to show large gains 
Milwaukee. 11 per cent; Kansas City, 45: 
Cleveland, 26; Louisville, 59: Cincinnati, 42; 
Indianapolis, 45; and Columbus, 6. St. Louis 
gained only 16.3 per cent, against 30.1 last 
week, and Pittsburg 33.7, against 38.1. Chi-

WESTERN UNION EMPLOYES AKRESTED FOR 

CUTTING THE POLES OF A RIVAL LINE- 
Spectal to Cincinnati Gazette. 

New Tonk. Oct. 3 — The grand jury of 
Essex County, New Jersey, lias indicted 
Hubert McAleer, Superintendent of Con- 
struction; Nicolas T. Bradford, Foreman of 
Construction, and John Davis, repair man, 
all of the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany, for conspiracy, and cutt down tele- 
graph poles belonging tothe Bankers’ & 
Merchants’ Telegraph Company. The latter 
company has poles now up between the cor- 
porate limits of Jersey City and Philadel- 

hia—except where the cutting has been done 
—and wires are also up for more than the 
length of the line. In all 109 poles have been 
out down in New Jersey. There is not 
a fifteen-mile section of line which has not 
been attacked, and at the present timea 
large number of Constables are employed in 
watching and protecting the property. Ata 
point near Fiemington almosta mile of poles 
were leveled to the ground. Near Stockton 
one night last week eight men cut down 
fourteen poles. The particular charge upon 
which the present indictments were found 
was cutting down, some two months ago, of 
fourtéen poles, four of which stood in Essex 
County and nine in Passaic. Davis was 
caught in the act and arraigned in Newark 
and after a day’s imprisoninent was_bailec 
by the Newark manager of the Western 

nion. From information derived from Da- 
vis and other sources, orders of arrest were 
subsegentiy obtained and executed against 
the others. Warrants are out for the arrest 
of John E. Zublin, Superintendent of the 
Western Union line from New York to 
Washington, ami several repair men belong- 
ing to that company. The Western Union 
Telegraph Company urges a claim to the 
right of way in New Jersey which it had 

id sumsof money for. An officer of the 

ankers’ & Merchants’ Company said they 
had taken particular pains to establish the 
line at a distance from the line of the West- 
ern Union, and the latter had no poles within 
miles of where the outrage had been com- 
mitted. He said his company had carefully 
procured all the evidence necessary to con- 
vict the men under arrest, and furthermore 
that the Western Union Company would be 
sued for damages.

WAS IT THE MENDOTA? 

Since the satety of the scow John Bean Jr. 
and the schooner Caledonia has been established 
beyond any dispute, the good guessers in marine 
circies have been actively at work to clear up 
the mystery surrounding the identity of the 
vessel which was seen to capsize off Milwaukee 
by Capt. Birch of the schooner Morning Light. 
Several times the busy gossipers thought they 
had bit upon the right eraft because some one 
happened to be overdue at some port, but in 
each instance the missing vessel turned up. 
Within a day or two active inquiries have been 
instituted for the whereabouts of the scow 
Mendota, owned by Copt. Christianson, of 
Milwaukee. The Mendota left that port 
a week ago last Wednesday for 
Muskegon, and, though telegraphic in- 
quiry bas been made several times, no news has 
been received of her arrival at Muskegon, She 
was of fore-and-aft rig and measured seventy- 
one tons, with a capacity of 75,000 feet of lum- 
ber. She was built in 1867 by A. Turner, of 
Dunton, Mich., and was always considered a 
weak, unseaworthy vessel. The fact that ber 
bottom was at one time painted lead color, and 
for two years was not renewed, which would 
give ita dark hue, strengthens the belief that 
she is lost, as it corresponds with the report of 
Capt. Birch, of the Morning Light. Her crew 
consisted of three men—viz.: Capt. Tobias 
Christianson, who is a widower and leaves two 
children aged 11 and 13 years; Otto Hanson, also 
married, having a wife and three children; and 
Gustav Anderson, single, aged 50, 40, and 20 years 
respectively. 

A COLLISION NEAR THE CRIB. 

Very early yesterday morning the schooner 
City of Green Bay, ore-laden, collided with the 
schooner Hattie Earl, laden with cedar ties, near 
the Water-Works Crib. The particulars of the 
collision are as follows: The Hattie Earl was 
lying at anchor near the Crib. The City of Green 
Bay, bound for this port from Escunaba, sig- 
nalied for a tug, and the tug Little Giant rau 
alongside her for the purpose of towing ber in. 
By some mishap the tow-line of the City of 
Green Bay was missed by the linesman of the 
tug. The schooner, which had taken io most of 
her sails, suddenly luffed, became unmanagea- 
ble, and ran into the stero of the Hattie Eari, 
carrying away the latter's main jibvoom and 
sailand cutring off nearly the whole of her 
stern. The City of Green Bay lost her headgear 
and jibboom. After being struck the Huttie 
Ear! immediately began to fill and soon water- 
logged. Her crew were taken off by the tug 
Little Glant, commanded by Capt. O'Connor. to 
whom too much credit cannot be given for bis 
prompt action in leaving his tow and going to 
the rescue of the imperiled crew of tne Earl.

FIGS.

Litrie Rock, Ark., Oct. 24.~—The cultiva- 
tion of figs is beginning to attract considera- 
ble attention in this State, and a number of 
planters are engaging in it. G. M. Wilson, 
of Drew County, has a fine orchard, and finds 
the business both pleasant and profitable. 
In an interview with Tus TRIBUNE cor- 
respondent, Mr. Wilson said that figs can be 
grown in Arkansas more cheaply Ahan else- 
where. The ground is prepared the same as 
for peaches or apples. A sproutis selected 
from the old tree and planted either in early 
fallor in the spring. The sprouts grow well 
even without cultivation, thriving on almost 
any sort of soil. In about two years from 
the date of planting the trees commence to 
bear. The fruit varies in size, some varieties 
being very small, others as large as a hen’s 
egg. As usually seen in market it is pre- 
served in sugar. When ripe it is very = 
atable. Itcan be dried or ed like 
other fruits. When the season favorable 


the figs in to ripen in June, and continue 
to — ripen until frost.

ANOTHER NATIONAL BANK. 
It is reported on reliable authority that ar- 
rangements ure being made for the establisb- 
ment of another Nationai bank ino this city, 
with a capital of $500,000, packed by 
men of bigh financial standing.

OUR PUBLIC CHARITIES. 
The members of the Committee on Public 
Charities were considerably exercised yesterday 
over President Purington’s speech at a ward 
meeting Saturday evening, at which he said that 
with proper management half the money spent 
for pubuec charity — board last year could 
have been suved. They regarded his statement 
as a severe reflection upon them, and say they 
will call upon bim for a public explanation at 
the next meeting of the board. What Mr. 
Puriugtoa intended to say, no doubt, 
was, that with a proper system of public cbari- 
ties the money could have been saved, and if he 
had said this no one would take issue with him 
—certainly none of the Commissioners. The 
system, if such it can be calied, is execrabie, 
and under it thousands of dollars are annually 
thrown away. In its apolicauon it is really 
little better than ano invitation to the world to 
come to Cook County and accept of its hospi- 
tality, which is doing more fear by year to fos- 
ter pauperism and propagate crime, probably. 
than all other influences combined. The out- 
ragevusness of the system cannot better be 
illustrated, perhaps, than by reference to the 
matter vf out-door relief, from which it ap- 
pears, as strange as it may seem, that the Town 
of Lemont takes more out of the County Treas- 
ury year after year in the name of charity than 
it pays into it in the way of taxes. Turning to 
the accounts of some of the other towns, nota- 
bly Evanston and Hyde Park, the showing is not 
very different, and goes to prove that Mr. Pu- 
rington was not far from right in bis criticism of 
the “management” of the public charities of 
the county. He should have gone farther, 
bowever, aud suggested a remedy, and at 
the same time, perhaps, explained why it is that 
the management bas not been different, and 
why the members of the County Board, who are 
the managers, have not done their duty by 
bringing order out of chaos, ana bv establishing 
a systew of public charities wherein there would 
be less apportunity to waste the public money. 
If balf that has been spent could bave been 
saved it ought to have been done, and it is to be 
doped that the Commissioners will turn the mat- 
ter over in their minds and ferret out some way 
to do it in the future. Work on the Apprupria- 
tion bill is about to commence, and this ought to 
be a good time to make a start.

A Lawyer Suspended from the Presbyterian 


Communion for Walking Through 
1 <a Plain — 


His Appeal ‘fe Oe l end Plea in 
His Own Behalf, 


Err, Pa., Oct. 23.—The sessions of the 
Presbyterian Synod, now meeting in this 
city, were taken up all day yesterday with 
the hearing of the case of Heber Donaldson, 
who was expelled from thechurch at Emlen- 
tonon account of dancing. The entire day 
was taken up by Mr. Donaldson in_a plea in 
his ou behalf. 

According to his story, he was an active 
member. of the church at Emlenton, and in 
April last, being at a private party, he at- 
tempted to walk through the figure of a 

quadrille, something he had never before 
attempted. He admitted the dancing, but 
denied that there was any law of God or the 


‘Church that pronounced it a punishable of- 


fense. But of this he could not convince the 

ehurch session, and they suspended him 

from the communion of the church. From 

this he appealed to the Clarion Presbytery, 

but they refused to sustain his appeal, and as

Fourth— The Presbytery erred in sustafh- 
ing the action of the session, as their dcelaon 
involves the making of new conditions of 
communion, and the making of conditions of 
chureh membership which are not conditions 
of salvation. 

Fifth—The Presbytery erred in that they 
proceeded immediately by judicial process, 
without having first resorted to other milder 
— as provided in our book of disci- 
pline. 

Mr. Donaldson is a lawyer, and had his 
case prepared with great care and attention. 
His first point wa: is dancing prohibited 
by the word of God?“ and on this subject he 


quoted verse after verse of Scripture where 
dancing was indulged in and used as a 


ineans of glorifying God, and yet in this en- 
lightened age it may not be used as an amuse- 
ment without offending some member of the 
Church of Christ.“ 

lle then called attention to the Kirk session 
of Scotland in their persecutions in cases of 
amusement in the seventeenth century, in 
which they decided that consistent 
Church members should avoid the very 
appearance of evil, but he maintained 
that by so doing every minister of the 
Gospel was made a monk and a spy uppn his 
congregation, and such a course was not 
sarictioned by the Scriptures, in which is 
ever to be found mentioned music and dan- 
cing, the latter fully as frequently as the for- 
mer, and yet in the seventeenth century even 
music was considered sinful and dangerous. 
“TI consider dancing in its purity.“ said Mr. 
Donaldson, as sinless as a smile or a song. 
The sin is in the abuse of it: hence if you 
don’t abuse it you don’t sin.“ 

He then proceeded to the claim that by 
— ea ancing others are led to dancing 
from wh it is claimed, that on account of 
its influence all should refrain from dancing 
on Paul’s principle, “If meat made my 
brother to offend, I will eat no meat while 
the world standeth.”’ But this doctrine he 
did not indorse, and quoted Dr. Hodge as 
authority for the statement that, while it 
“was right for Paul to refuse to eat flesh for 
fear of causing others to offend, he could not 
have been justly subjected to discipline had 
be seen fit to eat it. 

In reply to the question, Is dancing pro- 
hibited” y the laws of. the Presbyterian 
Church?” he claimed that “social dancing 
at a N party, consisting of respectabic 
Bresby e, is not contrary pS the laws of the 

esbyterian Church,” basing this claim on 

the “Confession of Faith,” with comments 
by u Dr. 4 A. A. Hod which sbows that the 
Church only condemus lascivious dancing, 
and that no Church ought to make laws to 
bind the conscience. This, he claimed, had 
been done by the Emlenton Church, for while 
the members of Presbyterian churches in 
Cleveland, Pittsburg, Erie, Buffalo, and other 
ree places could dance without. losing 
— 1 n the Church, the Emlenton elders 
had endeavored to set a new example in that 
respect, and were desirous of promulgati 
the doctrine that no Presbyterian shoul 


Mr. Donaldson further maintained that 
several cases of a similar character had been 
before other Presbyterian bodies, and dan- 
ting had never been condemned. tle cited 
the case of Frank E. Block, a deacon of the 
Central Presbyterian Church at Atlanta, Ga., 
who was suspended for permitting dancing 
athis own home. The Presbytery sustained 
the action of the session, but the Synod of 
Georgia, to which the case was appealed, re- 
instated Mr. Block. 

Mr. Donaldsen dwelt upon the fact that by 
reinstating him the Church would not have 
to indorse dancing. The Clarion Presbytery 
had ruled that the morality of dancing was 
not in question; hence he claimed to have the 
tight to presume that they thought it moral, 
and as the charge stood he was indicted fora 
mere act and not a sin, and that since he was 
not charged with a sin he could not be pre- 
sumed guilty. 

e peroration was an eloquent and able 
of the case, and was listened to with 
the closest attention by a congregation that 
lilled the church to overflowing. Said he: 
“When you consider this case, remember 
that you are dealing with my sacred rights— 
rights that none but God can give or take 
away. You are called upon to decide wheth- 
er Lam to be cut off from the communion of 
the Church, denied the privilege given me by 
the Savior, or to be restored to my place in 
sanctuary and again be considered a 
child of Christ.

It was reported that the agreement between 
the elevated roads had been ratified by the three 
Boards of Directors.

REVEREND RUBLE. 


Tempted by Satan, Me Fell from Grace, 
and Took with Him the Fairest 
Flower of All the Field. 

Special to Cincinnati Engutrer. 

West Newton, Pa., Oct. 22.—The old 
blue-blooded families of this plave are all 
torn up in consequence of the backsliding of 
the Rev. Jacob Ruble, pastor of the Zwiekly 
Presbyterian Church, one of the oldest places 
of worship in Western Pennsylvania. The 
Rev. Mr. Ruble is a married man, but three 
years ago his wife became insane und was 
sent to an asylum. Ile has been looked 
upon until yesterday as a most devout and 
zealous follower of our Lord; but the Rev. 
Ruble has been dealing crooked. 

Miss Mary Markle, aged 20 years, the 
daughter of one of the oldest and wealthiest 
families in Westmoreland County, and a girl 
of voluptuous form, with the physical 
charms in the highest degree of perfection, 
her violet eyes and sunny hair causing her 
to be known all over the two counties as 
a belle of the first water, gave birth to 
a child. A terrible scene occurred 
at the family household when she 
announced that its father was the Rev. 
Jacob Ruble. The condition of the erring 
girl had not been suspected until conceal- 
went was no longer possible, and even after 
the shameful denouement came the family 
and their immediate friends so effectually 
concealed the painful facts that not until 
Friday did the matter become public. The 
scandal spread all over the town and neigh- 
borhood, and the Red Stone Presbytery, of 
which the Rev. Ruble was a member, de- 
cided on taking prompt measures, and held a 
meeting today. The Rev. Ruble at first de- 
nied that he was the father of the child, but 
finally madea full confession. Among other 
things he said: One day in the latter part 
of last March Miss Marklecame into my room 
unattended and made advances to me, and, al- 
though I was sorely tempted by the vil, 1 
at first resisted, and begged this girl to leave 
me, but she would not do so, and, persisting 
in her attentions, I fell from grace.” 

The Presbytery therefore banished the Rev. 
Ruble forever from the enjoyment of minis- 
terial rights. In consequence of the high 
social standing of both parties the story of 
their immorality has ereated a great sensa- 
tion, and much sympathy for the family thus 
brought to shame.

Their Position Before the 
Law Discussed. 


Civil 


Mr. R. Graham Frost Before the Mis- 
souri Medical College. 


Authorities Dating Back to Early Days 
of Courts Freely Orerhauled. 


On Friday afternoon the Hon. R. Graham 
Frost delivered a lecture on the subject, 
* Civil Responsibility of the Insane,“ before 
the Faculty and students of the Missouri 
Medical College, St. Louis. Ile said: 

„Tho wisdom of the law is greater than any 
man's wisdom.” —rskine’s speech in defense of 
Hadfeld, 
GENTLEMEN: We have in our last lecture dis- 

cussed those principles of law by which criminal 

responsibility is to be ascertained when insanity 
is present; today we shall consider the question 
of civil obligations, rights, and duties as affected 
by the same circumstance. That a distinction 
was, from an early day, drawn between criminal 
and civil responsibility is patent from the ad- 
judicated cases, and that such a distinction was 
wisely taken will, I think, clearly — — upon 

a close observation of the objects which ali hu - 

man laws have in view. 

In the trial of Hadtield, the celebrated Ers- 
kine, adverti to this distinction, stated per- 
haps too broadly: lam bound besides to ad- 
mit that there is a wide distinction between 
civil and criminal cases. If, in the former, a 
manu appeurs upon the evidence to be non 
compos nentis, the law avoids his act, though it 
cannot be traced or connected with the morbid 
imagination which coustitutes his disease, and 
which may be extremely partial in its intlueuoe 
upou his conduct.“ 

Later, at the trial of . Vicary Gipbs, 
Attorney-General, said to the same effect: 
man may be deranged iu his mind—bis intellect 
may be insuſheient for enabling him to conduct 
the common affairs of life, such as disposing of 
his property, or judging of the claims which bis 
respective relations have upon him; and if he 
be so, the administration of the country will 
take his affairs into their management and ap- 
point to him trustees; but, at the same time, 
such a mau is not discharged from his respon- 
sibility for criminal acts. Both Maudesley and 
“Ray ure very severe in their strictures upon the 
wisdom of the law setting up these differences 
between criminal and civil cases, but it will not 
be diificult to demonstrate that their views are 
consequent upon too narrow an observation of 
the effects of insanity upon the relation of the 
individual to society. They 

CONSIDER THIS INFLICTION 

solely in relation to its victim, whilst the law, 

though endeavor to guard his interests, looks 

mainly to its chief object, the welfare of the 
community. 

Dr. Ray says: “As for any physiologicai or 
psychological ground for this distinction be- 
tween the legal consequences of the civil and 
criminal acts of an insane person, it is in vain 
to look for it.“ But if be would look beyond 
the person to society, with whom all law is 
chietly concerned, he would observe that the law 
is based not only on physiological and psycho- 
logical principies, which tor the most 
part concern the individual, but also on 
certain fundamental ethical considerations, 
which cannot be ignored without loosen- 
the the bonds which unite every civil- 
ized community. The law bas two objects con- 
stautly in view—first, to secure the happiness of 
each and every citizen, but, secondly and pri- 
marily, to see to it that the Commonwealth suf- 
ters nu detriment. On no other grounds can 
capital punisument. or, indeed, any punish- 
ment, for crime be justified. 

Lord Bacon gives one of the reasons for dis- 
tinguishing between civil and criminal cases, 
when ifsauity is involved in thejr determina- 
tion, where be says: lu capital cases, in fa- 
vorem vite (i. e., in favoring life), the law will 
not punish iu so bight a degree, except the mal- 
ice of the will and intention appears, but in

that are of an ioferior nature the law doth rath- 
er consider the damage of the party wronged 
than the.malice of him that was the wrong-dver. 
So, if an infant, within years of discretion, ora 
mudman, kill another, he shall not be impeached 
thereof; but if they put out a man's eye or do 
him like corporal burt be shail be punished in 
trespass."" [Maxims of the Law. 

It is clear in Dr. Kay's words that itis in vain 
to look for any “ physiclogicalor pyschotogical 
ground for such distinction, but who will deny 
that it is dictated by every consideruuon ot com- 
mon sense and common bumunity? 

You will remember,some of you, that last 
spring we learned that in cases of malpractiec 
where death ensues, unless a malicious ſutent 
is shown to exist in the pbysician, be escapes 
— eee ny butif the patient be maimed by 

is culpable ignorance or negligeuve he shall suf- 
fer in damages. The reasou tor the rule is the 
same in either case. The law rankslifeas of 
higher value than property; it will not take the 
life of any one for his neglizencefor misfortunc, 
but when the myer | may be compensated for in 
damages it will hcid the perpetrator responsibic 
to the injured party, though 

Born BE EQUALLY INNOCENT. 

It is not unjust to presume some slight measure 
of blame in the doer of an injury, although per- 
haps too diflicuit of accurate ascertainment; 


und at all events where one bas sutlered by the 


act of another, however uniutentional, com- 
mon equity requires that he sbould be put, if 
yssible, in statu quo at the expense of the 
atter. 
It Ldwell so frequently upon the views ex- 
pressed by Maudesley and Ray, it is because 
both these authors have earned a well-merited 
reputauion for the depth and accuracy of their 
researches into the mysterious phenomena of 
insanity. This deserved reputation in their 
special study may, and often does, give them an 
uuthorit in questions of a legal nature which 
they are scarcely, quaiitied by special aptitude, 
or learning, or experience to discuss with weight. 
Il therefore deem it not unnccessary to occasion- 
ally refer to such of their opinions as if allowed 
to go unquestioned would lead to entirely er- 
roneous conceptions of the law. 

For example, Dr. Ray most inconsideratcly 
remarks: The language of the law virtually 
addressed to the insane man is, your reason is 
too much impaired to manage your property; 
vou are unable to distinguish between those 
measures which would conduce to your profit 
and such as would 

END IN YOUR RUIN, 

and, therefore, it is wisely tuken altogether 
trom your control; but if, under the intluence 
of one of those insane delusions that have ren- 
dered this step necessary, you shouid kill your 
neighbor, you will be supposed to have acted 
under the guidance of a sound reason, you will 
be tried. convicted, and executed.” [Med. Juris., 
page 11. 

Now we have already scen in our last lecture 
that the concluding part of this remark is quite 
incorrect. We have scen that gencraily where 
the crime is committed under the influence of a 
deiusion, of which it is the offspring, the perpe- 
trator is heid irresponsible, contrary to what 
Dr. Ray here observes. But apart from this 
misstatement of fact it is here assumed that 
whosoever is capable of forming a criminal in- 
tentisalso competent to the management of 
allairs, however greatand complicated. Fort- 
unately, the wisdom of the law has recognized 
the fact that those principles which dictate 
to us the essential difference between right 
and wrong, between virtue and crime, are de- 
veloped fully, long before sufficient prudence 
and Knowledge of the world for the management 
of business are acquired. It is equaily true that 
these principles will often remain unimpaired in 
the mind long after this prudence and knowl- 
edge are affected by the 

ASSAULTS OF OLD AGE, 
dissipated habits, or physical disease. 

Vherefore it is that the minor, the habitual 
drunkard, the victim of cerebral disease, when 
their detect is ascertained by law in case of the 
two latter. or presumed us to the former, are de- 
clared incompetent to civil affairs, although 
they may be justiy and legally heid criminally 
responsible. Will it be denied by xny that the 
rule is Just which deprives minors of the full en- 
joyment of their estates at the age of 16 or 17. 
and yet will any one be found so hardy as to 
maintain that a youth of this ave is incapable of 
crime? It is. | think, a wise provision of the 
Freuch law which prohibits a marriage, without 
the consent of parents, until 5 years shall have 
heen reached by males, and yet perhaps 
Dr. Ray would consider that a young man 
of 2 in Paris ought to be con- 
sidered incapax doti, or else the law convicted of 
senseless distinctions in depriving him of the 
contro of his affections. But itis time to turn 
to the consider: tion of law, as it «uffects the civil 
acts of those afflicted with insanity. This may 
be discussed with reference: First, to contracts 
generally; second, to matrimony; third, to the 
validity of wills; fourth, to the interdiction and 
wolation of the insane; fifth, to civil torts; 
Sixth, to testimony in courts ot justice. 

In this lecture IL shail only discuss the three 
first of these, leaving the others to a future oc- 
casion. 

CONTRACTS, 


The essence of every contract is the intelligent 
consent of the parties thereto; they must, there- 
fore, be competent to understand its terms and 
Ireely to undertake their execution. <A sound 
judgment and a free wiil must, therefore, con- 
cur to the constitution of a valid contract. 
Logically, where these do not exist a contract 
ought not to be binding, and wherever 
they are found it should so. But the 
commen weifarc and the infirmities of 
human nature would be ill served if 
the law based its principles upon ex- 
act dialectics, and therefore many eminentiy 
just exceptions are allowed to the rigid applica- 
tion of the rule. As infants—i. e., those below 
the uge fixed for a legul majority—are as a ciass 
not competent to enter into contracts with a 
due regard to their own interests, therefore it 
bas been determined, as a general ruie, that no 
infant can make a contract absolutely binding 
upon hinself or his property, though many oi 
this class are doubtiesiy fully possessed of the 
reguisit capacity tou do so. The sume disability 
applies atcommon law to murried women and 
luuatics, though for widely dierent reasons. 
However, both infants and lunatics may make 
bending contracts for such articics us are neces- 
gary to their rank, at least in the case of the 
latter, where the party so supplying bim is not 
aware of bis disability.

But where the contract has been executed in 
whole or in part, and is fair in its terms, the par- 
ties cannot be placed in statu quo, then it will 
be held valid. The question iu such cases is, was 
the plaintitf incompetent at the time of the 
agreement? And, secondly, did defendant know 
of his incompeteacy? Any evidence of fraud, 
or undue advantage, wilfgo far to nullify any 
act of au insane person. It may be stated gen- 
erally that all contracts with an insane person 
are rded with suspicion, and that nothing 
can validate their acts but a strong case of fuir- 
ness, innocence, and fullness of consideration.

: It bas ‘a beld in New York that where a 
person has been legally adjudged insane and 
placed under charge of a guardian all bis sub- 
sequent acts are avoided, but the better opinion 
is that this only creates a presumption of in- 
competency and throws the burden of proving 
sanity on the party who alleges it.

WOULD BE HELD BINDING. 


The case of Lord Portsmouth is the leading one 
on this subject, and as it was tried by Sir John 
Nichol, whose decisions on this subject are per- 
baps the ablest, it is worthy of great considera- 
tion. 

Lord Portsmouth was of weak understanding, 
as Sir John Nichol said, “the case setup was 
not absolute idiocy—not continued insanity, but 
delusions and irranonality on particular sub- 
jects."" His friends had attempted have him in- 
terdicted but bad failed. It was shown that he 
had aiways been treated by his family as of 
fecbie inteilect, by whom dis tirst marrtuge was 
arranged in 1799 when he was & years of ace, 
with a lady of 47. Sbe, it was understood, took 
general supervision of bis affairs. It appeared 
that his servants were his playfellows, and 
that a team of horses were provided 
for him with which be amused him- 
self in carting about his residence; that he was 
fond of bell-ringing and extremely cruel both 
to men and beusts; that a medical man was his 
constant attendant of whom be stood in awe 
and who exacted obedience, 

His urst wife died in 1813, and in 18114 he was de- 
livered to one of his trustees, Mr. Hanson, at 
whose house he staid, whence, within one 
week, he was married to the daughter, Miss 
Hanson. Sir Jonn Nichol characterizes it as an 
“act neither rational, nor rationally done, the 
whole sounds to foily and negatives sanity of 
mind.“ He held the marriage void because 
Lord Portsmouth was of “unsound mind and 
circumvented by fraud”; but he went further, 
and stated that if not insane, but only weak 
(and his weakness was not doubted), that, con- 
sidering the traud and undue intſuence, the 
marriage might be deid invalid, even witbcut 
actual derangement iu the strict sense. ro 
mouth vs. Portsmouth, I Nag. Ec. R., 355. 

WILLA, 

There is no class of cases in which the ques- 
tion of insanity is so frequently brought before 
the courts as those which relate to testamentary 
capacity, and there is none which presents so 
many difficulties to the formation of a currect 
conclusion. 

These difficulties are due in great measure to 
the fact that the law io such cases endeavors to 
establish with far more accuracy than in others 
that almost imperceptible line which divides in- 
sunity from reason. 

it ‘a been repeatedly laid down that less 
mind is required for the execution of wilis than 
is deemed necessary fur other contracts, and 
yet it is equally well established that the testa- 
tor must be competent to au adequate under- 
standing of bis act. 

in relation to testaments, therefore, the ques- 
tion is to ascertain bow little reasoning power 
is sufficient for their proper execution, whilst

In support of this position it will be enough to 
quote the followiug cases: 

Less mind is ordinarily requisit to make a 
will than a contract of sale understandingly, for 


the reason that in contracts of sule there ure | 


usuaily two partics and some degree of antagou- 
ism between their interests and efforts, so that 
here mind is opposed to mind, and consequently 
it is somewhat wore difficult to see clearly the 
just bearing of ali the relations presented than 
under the common circumstances of making a 
will, where one is left freetoact upon bis own 
perceptions merely.“ [Converse vs. Converse, 
21 Ve, 168.) “A testator may not have sufficicnt 
strength of memory and vigor of intelicct to 
make and to digest all the parts of a contract, 
and yet be competent to direct the distribution 
of his property by will.“ [Stevens vs. Vancleve, 
4 Wasb, C. C., 10 .] It would be useless to urge 
further authority fur a pro ition which is un- 
disputed. So well grounded is this distinction 
between the reiative degrees of capacity neces- 
sary for wills and coutracts, that until recently 
in Eugland, and stiil generaliy throughout the 
United States, infants are permitted to execute 
testaments froma period of several yeurs be- 
fore their majority. 

For once Dr. Ray finds nothing to cavil at in 
the law upon this subject. He says: But as 
testamentary dispositions depend on a single 
arrangement, and one which the testator may 
have taken some time to think upon and ma- 
ture, they do not require the same degree of in- 
telligence as the administration of property, 
and, therefore, the

ought not to be considered as necessarily incom- 
patibie with the interdiction of the testator.” 

He adds: it cannot be denied that the na- 
ture and consequences of a testament may be 
sufficiently understood by many an imbecile 
who is utterly incapable of discerning the com- 
plicated relations that are involved in the man- 
agement of property.” a 

It would appear, therefore, that cven where 
a person bas been interdicted under a commis- 
sion of lunacy his testament might yet be up- 
held. Doubtiess the disposition shown by the 
law to uphold testameutury capacity is due to 
a tender regard for the welfare of that unfortu- 
nate class of inebriates, weak-minded and 
aged persons, whose afflictions frequently repel 
all sympathy, and generally mect with no other 
consideration than may be dictated by selfish 
interest. Thus Chancellor Kent bumanely and 
justly remarks: “itis one of the painful con- 
sequences of extreme old age that it ceases to 
excite interest, and is apt te be left solitary and 
neglected. The contrui which the law still gives 
to a man over the disposal of bis property is one 
of the most efficient ineans which he bas in pro- 
tracted life to commano the attention due to his 
intirmities. The will of such an aged man 
ought to be regarded with great tenderness 
when it appears not to huve been procured by 
fruuculent acta, but contains those very disposi- 
tions which the circumstances of his situation 
and the course of natural affections dictated.”’ 
[Van Alst vs. Hunter, 5 Johns, ch. 148.] 

But it will be asked, Why is it that so many 
Wills involving large amounts of property are 
daily broken in our Probate Courts? In reply, 
I think that the frequency of such cases is 
greatly exaggerated, and that whenever 


AN UNJUST VERDICT 

is rendered it occurs through no defectof the 
law, but rather from the growth of a public 
opiuion adverse to an unlimited exercise of 
testamentary rights in apy case. The French 
law has greatiy cirewmecribed this right, leav- 
ing, | believe, to the testator the free disposal of 
oniy one-third of his property when he bas 
direct beirs; and there is everywhere a growing 
a es to adopt this provision of the French 
code. If this be the case it is not surprising 
that juries should reflect this sentiment where- 
ever there is even slight evidence of unjust dis- 
crimination on the part of the testator against 
bis near relatives. 

But let us now examine astothe degree or 
capacity necessary to the validity of will. 

The lowest test ot capabity was applied in the 
case of Stwart vs. Lispenard (20 Wend., 255), 
where a female who had never managed her 
own affairs, and was almost utterly imbecile, 
executed a will in accordance with ber ex- 
pressed wishes, but which was drafted without 
ber instructions. The will was bela valid by the 
New York Senate. But this case is of doubtful 
authority. general rule as tothe degree 
of capacity requisit to the valid execution 
of a will is well laid down in the case of La Hau 
vs. Vanderbilt [3 Redf. (N. ., 364), where the 
court says: The mental capacity requisit to the 
valid execution of a willis capacity on the part

BENNETT MATTERS. 


The Editor of the “Herald” Selling 
Ow His New Kork Beal. Estate. 
Correspondence Cincinnati Gazette. 

New York, Oct. 22.—Speaking of Bennett 
one is reminded of the proposed sale of a 
portion of the patrimonial estate. It is said 
that he has begun an amicable suit against 


| his sister for this purpose. I am, however, 


of the opinion that this legal process is mere- 
Iy a blind. Bennett has for some time de- 
sired to sell his New York property. since he 
prefers Newport as a residence. The May 
knockdown affair sickened him of the Fifth 
avenue and everythi conn ect with it, 
and he has ever since then been walting for a 
good time to sell out. Even the Herald es- 
tablishment would be sold if a purchaser 
sufficiently liberal could be obtained. It is 
by degrees, however, that Bennett will _ac- 
complish this result, and he begins with 
the Fort Washington and Fiich ave 
nue establishments. The amicable lawsuit is 
a very convenient blind, but in reality the 
sister who is thus amicably sued has no legal 
rights in the case. The senior Bennett left 
all his property to his son, to whom the 
daughter was confided as a trust. The rea- 
son for this is to be found in Bennett’s fear 
that the latter would become a nun, ana he 
was determined that his money should not 
be perverted to such a use. Hence she was 
left as the ward of her brother, who has 
done all in his power to make her happy. 
When she married Bell, her brother’s bridal 
gift was $100,000 in Government bonds. ‘The 
birth of their boy was also honored by a 
handsome present, but nothing was paid 
over in recognition of legal rights. Nearly 
ten years have elapsed since the will was 
proved, and now, as Bennett wishes to sell 
out, he uses his sister’s name as a convenient 
excuse, 
THE ESTATE. 

Bennett’s Fort Washington property will 
bring, when laid out in lots, very high prices 
since the L road has made it accessible. The 
senior Bennett purchased the estate a quarter 
century ago of the late Richard F. Carman, 
who sold it on low terms. Carman was bur- 
dened with property, and wished to reduce it 
to a practicable shape. Ile was an ambitious 
land speculator, and though he began as a 
4 man carpenter, he endeda milllonaire. 

lis best hit was in the viciuity of Fort Wash- 
ington and the adjacent village called Car- 
mansville, whieh he hoped would perpetuate 
his name. Bennett bought forty acres, this 
being the most valuable land purchase ever 
made by an American editor: ‘The cost was 
$60,000, but it is now quickly worth a million 
and ahaif.. Bennett found the property a mere 
elephant on his hends. Ille spent an enor- 
mous sum in improvements, and employed a 
landscape gardener to lay out the grounds in 
the most tasteful manner. A conservatory 
was added, and an attempt was made to al- 
tract society, but it failed. The Bennetts 
were so repulsive that it was beyond the 
power of wealth to give them a ition. 
Once, and once only, was the Fort Washing- 
ton place honored by a social gathering of 
distinguished character. This was du 

the visit of the Japanese delegation in 185s, 
Bennett had sufficient influence to obtain 
their attendance, and gave a handsome enter- 
tainment which many tirst-class people at- 
Llaving been disappointed in this 
expectation for social recognition, the Ben- 
netts became indifferent to Fort Washington 
which fell into decay. The family preferr 
the Fifth avenue residence, but when old 
Bennett fell into dotage he was placed at 
Fort Washington in charge of a servant who 
took him round the grounds in a donkey cart. 
It wasa strange spectacle to behold the former 
thunderer of the Herald driveling out senile 
nonsense to his attendant, who constantly 
regaled him with lager beer. In this condi- 
tion he remained until removed by death, 
though he was brought down to the Fifth 
avenue house a short time before this took 
place. Bennett’s senility came upon him 
suddenly. His mind indeed failed soon after 
making his will, and had this duty been 
— — afew months it would have been 
a 
BENNETT’S RELIGION. 

The founder of the Herald was educated 
in his native land for the Romish priesthoo4, 
but this profession was totally repugnant, 
and he escaped it by emigrating hither in 
early life. lle abandoned the Romish faith. 
but never adopted any substitute, and 
his irreligious lampoons in the Herald 
were such as to place him 
among the leading scoffers of the day. 
llis dislike to Romanism was incurred by 
the insult he received from Daniel O' Con- 
nell, and which always made him inimical 
to Ireland. The facts are given as follows: 
When Bennett was in Dublin he attended a 
repeal meeting. As soon as a suitable op- 
portunity occurred, he sent up his card to 
the great agitator, who announced him thus 
from the platform: “This man Bennett, 
whose card has just been handed me, is the 
editor of the New York Herald, the vilest 
newspaper in the world.” Bennett charged 
this insult against Irish interests gen- 
erally, which he attacked from that time 
until his retirement from editorial life. 
His wife was a Romanist, and the 
children followed her example. Ben- 
net could not prevent this, but he 
determined that none of his money 
should goin the same direction, and hence 
he left both his widow and his daughter de- 
vendent on his son. When the old man died 
1% was buried with Roman Catholic services, 
but a priest, who soon afterward preached 
on this event at the church in Fort Wash- 
ington, said plainly that such a man would 
naturally have to stay a long time in purga- 
tory. It was rather surprising to hear such 
ap ain view of the case, but such Is the fact. 
The present Bennett is a Roman Catholie by 
education, but his views are almost as liberal 
as his father’s, and he is under no ecclesias- 
tical restraint. When Hepworth was preach- 
ing atthe Church of the Disciples” Ben- 
nett was occasionally among his hearers, and
